The International Co-opera- 
tion Administration at a news 
conference today announced 
that it had requested and re- 
ceived the resignation of Lade- 
jinsky from his post as a land 
reform expert in the agency's 
mission in Viet Nam. The res- 
ignation was asked after the 
ICA confirmed ré@ports that 
Ladejinsky, while on an official 
visit to Formosa, had purchased 
stock in a glass factory there. 

“Mr. Ladejinsky’s_ action,” 
William J. Caldwell, spokesman 
for ICA, said today, “involved 
a ‘conflict of interest’ under the 
agency's ruies.” 

In December 1954, Secretary 
of Agriculture Ezra Taft Ben- 
son ordered the dismissal of 
Ladejinsky from his depart- 
ment’s payroll because he found 
him a “security risk.”’ The find- 
ing was based upon charges 
that the Russian-born land spe- 
cialist had held membership in 
“two Communist-front organiza- 
tions.” 

Allegation Withdrawn. 

Ladejinsky, later cleared, was 
hired by the old Foreign Oper- 
ations Administration, predeces- 
sor of the ICA, in January 1955. 
Then, last July, Benson reversed 
his stand and withdrew the se- 
curity risk allegation. 

Today officials of the ICA 
paid tribute to Ladejinsky’s

Caldwell, the ICA spokesman, 
told) newsmen that the ICA 
“deeply regrets” the action it 
was required to take. 

Caldwell said the sequence of 
events which led up to the land 
expert’s forced resignation be- 
gan last May. 

“During an official visit to 
Taiwan (Formosa),”’ Caldwell 
said, “Wolf Ladejinsky issued a 
dollar check over his own Sig- | 
nature in the amount of $3000 
for the purchase of stock in a 
Formosa manufacturing com- 
pany which was receiving finan- 
cial assistance from the United 
States Government. 

Transaction Called Illegal. 

“This check was given to a 
Chinese friend of Ladejinsky’s 
who cashed it in the black mar- 
ket. At the official rate of ex- 
change, this check, at that time, 
would have purchased 60 shares 
of stock. As a result of the 
higher rate of exchange, 90 
shares of stock were obtained 
on behalf of Mr. Ladejinsky, re- 
corded in the name of a third | 
person.’ 

The investment was in aoe 
stock of a Formosan giass works | 
company which had received | 
the equivalent of $600,000 in 
United States government funds 
in the form of economic aid, 
Caldwell said. He added that 
the land expert’s actions were | 
“contrary to conduct expected | 
of any federal employe,” and in | 
direct violation of ICA regula- 
tions — “although not illegal | 
under United States. laws.” 

The agency learned of the 
transaction in July, confronted 
Ladejinsky with the charges 
and had numerous discussions 
with him from that time until 
late last year when he agreed | 
to resign. Caldwell said that | 
Ladejinsky “freely admitted” 
the charges made against him. 

(The United Press said that 
Caldwell emphasized that Lade- 
jinsky was not in a position 
becayse of his particular job, 
to influence allocation of Unit-

The report was made by a 
management engineering firm 
at the behest of Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration officials high in 
the Commerce Department, and 
the Government paid $113,000 
for it 

3ut Louis Rothschild, Com- 
merce Under Secretary, told 
the Senate subcommittee that 
its release would work a ‘‘need- 
less injury to morale.” Among 
other things the report called 
for taking 3350 off the CAA 
payroll 

Commerce officials have said 
the recommendations might 
bring “‘worthwhile savings” but 
might never be put into effect. 

Senator A. S. Mike Monroney 
(Dem.), Oklahoma, chairman of 
the Senate subcommittee, held 
however that since the study 
was made it should be brought 
“into the light of day.’ He 
called scme of the recommenda- 
tions impractical and danger- 
ous, adding that they should 
not be withheld from the public 
and then “sprung suddenly 
when no one has a chance to 
protest about them.” 

Five Recommendations. 

The report, by Cresap, Mc- 
Cormick and Paget, a Chicago 
firm of management engineers, 
made five recommendations, in- 
cluding one that the “fiscal and 
compliance responsibilities” of 
the CAA in the Federal aid to 
airports program be transferred 
to the Bureau of Public Roads. 
Asserting that the present or- 
ganizational structure of the 
CAA is “inimical to the best 
interests” of air-traffic control 
and aviation safety, the report 
recommended further: 

A “three-level” system 
of flight control which would 
consolidate the CAA’s two 
categories of triffic control— 
the 26 air traffic control cen- 
ters and the 169 airport tow- 
ers—into 50 ‘‘major terminal 
areas,” and would set up eight 
new “express centers” to han- 
dle long-distance traffic. 

2. Elimination of the CAA’s 
interstate airways communica- 
tions stations, as having ‘“‘out- 
lived their usefulness.’ Their 
weather activities would be 
transferred to the Weather 
Bureau and their other func- 
tions reassigned within the 
CAA. This would mean the 
closing of 304 of the CAA'’s 
548 separate operational fa- 
cilities in the United States, 
the report said, “without in 
anyway reducing the effec- 
tiveness of the CAA’s basic 
activities of air traffic con- 
trol and aviation safety.” 

3 Basic reorganization of 
the CAA. The present region- 
al administrative setup would 
be altered to channel respon- 
sibility from the CAA through 
a deputy to two “line execu- 
tives’—the heads of federal 
airways and aviation safety— 
who would have direct re- 
sponsibility for all activities. 

4. Restriction of CAA’s avi- 
ation safety activities to the 
establishment of basic stand- 
ards of aircraft performance, 
maintenance and repair, and 
operations. The CAA would 
police various segments of 
the aviation industry “in ac- 
cordance only with their re- 
spective lack of ability to 
carry the entire responsibili- 


? 


ty for safety themselves. 
$18,000,000 Saving. 
The report estimated that 
the changes would make pos- 


sible a reduction of 3350 in 
CAA personnel and annual re- 
duction of $18,000,000 in salary 
expense 

Of this total, it said, about 
1100 persons and $5,000,000 in 
salary expenses would be need- 
ed in other areas of the Com- 
merce Department, with,a net 
savings to the department of 
about $13,000,000 dollars a year 
salary expenses, 

The committee released with 
the report a letter from Roth- 
schild asking that the contents 
not be released. 

Rothschild said also that ‘‘no 
portions of the survey have 
been formally and finally aban- 
doned,” and no parts have been 
adopted except for certain 
measures which he pointed out. 

The latter included the con- 
solidation of Federal airways 
planning staffs, organizational

Quarles, answering questions 
of reporters after an address at 
the Air Force Association jet 
age conference, said he was 
not,referring to anything con- 
crete or definite.

Cautioning reporters to

Quarles said the only current 
satellite project is Project Van- 
guard, to create a space satel- 
lite that would carry scientific 
instruments.

There have been published 
reports of plans for a “big 
brother” satellite, to be 


launched within five years, with 
the hope it could transmit im- 
ages of the world, including 
Soviet territory, to this country.

In his address Quarles de- 
parted from his text to say il 
was not the Air Force view 
that a global war would neces- 
sarily be short because of the 
development of nuclear weap- 
ons. 


Quarles said that if the war 
spread from a local to a gen- 
eral global situation, the first 
few days would be a very vi- 
olent phase and probably be 
the decisive phase of the war. 

He said the Air Force view 
emphasized the importance of 
this violent part, but it did not 
necessarily follow that the war 
would be ended by it. 

Quarles also’ deleted from 
his talk reference to the target 
capability of a single fighter- 
bomber plane. 

His text said: 

“Today a single bomber, or 
a missile, or even a fighter- 
bomber, @n deliver on a target 
as much explosive force as all 
reer World War bombers com- 
bin 

* Arithmetic Involved. 

Quarles told reporters he de- 
_leted the fighter-bomber refer- 
ence because it involved a con- 
siderable matter of arithmetic, 
but he believed the original 
statement was accurate. 

He emphasized that he was 
not referring to the total ton- 
nage of bombs dropped in the 
war but to the total capacity of 
all bombers.

NAVY PLANE CARRYING 7 
OVERDUE IN ANTARCTIC 


Plane 12 Hours Late on 
Mission 400 Miles East 
of Little America. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4 (AP) 
—The Navy said tonight one of 
its planes with seven men aboard 
was overdue on the Antarctic 
expedition. 

A message from the expedi- 
tion yesterday said the plane 
then was 12 hours overdue on a 
flight from a “trail party,’ 400 
miles east of Little America. 

The Navy said it had no other 
details. It added that the names 
of those aboard the missing 
plane would be released as soon 
as next of kin are notified.

The report appeared, coinci- 
dentally, just as Senate leaders 
anfiounced plans for a special 
committee to investigate a $2500 
campaign contribution which 
Senator Francis Case (Rep.). 
South Dakota, said he believed 


he had been offered to influ- 
ence him to vote for the bill 

The two-year fight over the 
}iarris-Fulbright bill to exempt 
natural gas production from 
direct federal regulation has 

aduced charges that both 
sides were using giant “slush 
funds” to sway congressional 
opinion 

Small Potatoes. 
“But, as far as the official 


record shows, the gas bill lob- 
bies are smal! potatoes—a mere 
2 per cent of the reported total 
spending by lobbies for 1955,” 
Congressional Quarterly said. 
“Only two of the five organi- 
zations formed specifically to 
fight for or against the bill 
have even reported their 
pend itures under the lobby reg- 


e€a- 


ulation law.’ 
Those were the pro-exemp- 
tion General Gas Committee, 


which reported it spent $87,709 
in 1955, and the anti-exemption 
Council of Local Gas Com- 
panies, formed last Nov. 25, 
which said it spent $6561 before 
the end of the year. 

One pro-exemption group, the 
Joint Committee of Consumers 
and Small Gas Producers, reg- 
istered as a lobby only Jan. 6 
and is not required to report 
its spending until April 10. 

One of those that has not 

re“istered is the pro-exemption 
Natural Gas and Oil Resources 
Committee, formed in October 
1954. It hired the New York 
public relations firm of Hill & 
Knowlton, which also was act- 
ive in promoting the now-de- 
funct Dixon-Yates contract, to 
publicize the industry and “in- 
form the public on the merits 
of a free — — industry oper 
ating in a competitive econ- 
omy.”

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German War Crimes Issue Kept 
Out of U.S. Domestic Politics 


State Department Recalls Member of 


Board Rather Than Make Stand 
Against Protests.

BONN. Feb. 4—The _ long 
shadow of the American ele 
lions has extended already to 
such an unlikely field as the 


future of a group of German 
war criminals 
Rather than make a_ stand 


against the protests of veterans’ 
groups and two or three Sena- 


tors, the State Department has 
recalled Edwin L. Plitt, the 
United States member of the 


“mixed board” which deals with 
clemency and paroles for Ger- 
mans sentenced in war crimes 
proceedings during the occupa- 
tion 

Plitt. who has the rank of 
minister and has served in the 
department since 1921, has been 
appointed a foreign service in- 
spector in Washington. He will 
be succeeded on the board by 
Robert W. Upton, a New Hamp- 
shire lawyer, who served bricf- 
ly in the United States Senate 
in 1953-54 

“The department believes,” 
Said the official announcement 
in Washington, ‘‘that the pres- 
ence on the board of an Ameri- 
can member who has no other 
present connection with the 
United States Government will 
remove any misunderstanding 
of the board's position and that 
of its members.” 

Protests in November. 

This idea does not seem to 
have occurred until the pro- 
tests began last November, al- 
though the board and its prede- 
cessor have been in existence 
and functioning since 1953 

The row was touched off with 
the announcement that Sepp 
Dietrich, one-time Hitler body- 
guard and commander of the 
Sixth SS Panzer Army, had 
been released on parole from 
his 25-year sentence. The mixed 
board, composed of one rep- 
resentative from each of the 
three Western powers and three 
German members, had recom- 
mended the action. 

It was soldiers of Dietrich’s 
army who committed the Mal- 
medy massacres, the murder of 
disarmed United States prison- 
ers during the savage fighting 
ef the Battle of the Bulge in 
December 1944. Seventy- Fer 
American bodies were found ; 
the Malmedy crossroads in 
southern Belgium and about an 
equal ‘number are believed to 


have been murdered in 11 
similar ‘incidents’ in the same 
area. 


United States veterans’ groups 
are understandably interested. 

The mixed board’s proceed- 
ings are secret, but the United 
States Army headquarters in 
Heidelberg in announcing Diet- 
rich’s release pointed out that 
it was required by treaty to 
act on the board’s “unanimous 
recommendation.” Obviously 
Plitt had voted for Dietrich’s 
release. 

Little Washington Action. 

Plitt’s subsequent pillorying 
seems, however, to be both un- 
fortunate and unfair. In a non- 
election year he would have 
been defended. As it is, Wash- 
ington has made almost no ef- 
fort to explain the problem or 
the issues that are involved. 

For one thing Plitt is not the 
only American who has voted 
for Dietrich’s release, The 
mixed board came into being 
only last August. It was pre- 
ceded by interim boards, one 
in each of the three Western 
zones and each composed of 
five members, three from the 
occupying power and two ‘Ger- 
man nominees. 

Dietrich had been eligible 
Por parole since Sept. 7, 1953. 
On three occasions since then 
the interim board which in- 
¢luded three Americans, one of 
Whom was Plitt, voted unan- 
fmously for Dietrich’s release. 
Two of the board members at 
different times were United 
States generals on retired or 
inactive status who joined in 
the recommendation. 

The United States Army, 
however, has burned its fingers 
on the Malmedy case on s0 
many previous occasions that it 
took no action. Until German 
sovereignty was restored last 
May, the Army commander was 
not bound even by a unanimous 
recommendation. 

Can't Go Into Evidence. 

The boards in their reviews 
of these cases have no authority 
to go into the evidence on 
which the men were sentenced. 
Release is a question of whether 
a minimum term has. been 
served, according to American 
prison practice, of the prison- 
er’s health and attitude and, in 
the case of United States 
prisoners, of his readiness to 
agree to a strict parole regi- 
men. 

Neither the British 
French have any 
quirements. Their 
when they are released, go 
completely free. If the United 
States sticks to its parole sys- 
tem, it will have to maintain 
parole officers in Germany for 
another 25 years.

The proposal was made to 
Britain and Russia as co-chair- 
men of the Geneva conference 
on Korea and Indochina which 
was held in the spring and sum-

explosion of nuclear weapons is 
practically impossible.

Any farmer who buys elec- 
tricity from co-ops distributing 
power sold by SPA would be 
affected.

SPA sells power to distribut- 
ing co-ops in Oklahoma, Mis- 
souri, Arkansas, Texas and Lou- 
isiana.

Frequently the former of 
these struggles is the more important, 
more keenly fought over, than the latter.” 

A cynical observation has been that you

If, however, Mr. Dulles is re- 
strained by a sense of modesty from 
accepting this excellent piece of ad- 
vice, he may find encouragement in 
a similar foreign policy statement by 
President Eisenhower. 

On Oct. 24, 1952, while making a 
campaign speech in Detroit, Dwight 
D. Eisenhower said: “To vacillate, to 
hesitate—to appease even by merely 
betraying unsteady purpose—is to 
feed a dictator’s appetite for con- 
quest and to invite war itself.”

Great Examples 


This year will see centennial celebrations for 
two great American leaders, Woodrow Wilson, 
President, 1913-1921, and Louis D. Brandeis, 
Supreme Court Justice, 1916-1939. 

The centenary of the birth of Justice Brandeis 
occurs Nov. 13 and that of Woodrow Wilson not 
until Dec. 28. But already in the second month of 
the year the memorial services have, begun. Be- 
tween now and their respective anniversaries, 
convocations and public meetings will be held in 
many cities and at leading universities. 

If the nation did less it would be guilty of in- 
gratitude. Woodrow Wilson was one of our most 
progressive, far-sighted Presidents, and Louis 
Brandeis, Wilson's second appointee to the Su- 
preme Court, one of our most distinguished 
jurists. We all will do well to reflect on their 
lives, their contribution to government and their 
example as citizens as well as public figures 

Probably no President has ever been more 
gifted intellectually than was Wilson, the one- 
time head of Princeton University. Yet before 
he was called to the White House, he had more 
than proved himself in the practical politics of 
the Governor's chair at Trenton, N.J. He had 
his faults, but he had the superb virtues of 
vision, integrity, and perseverance. The reforms 
of his “New Freedom” included the creation of 
the Federal Reserve Banking System, the Clay- 
ton Anti-Trust Act, establishment of the Federal 
Trade Commission and the Tariff Commission 
and many other constructive steps to protect the 
interests of ordinary citizens

Thus the progressivism of the first Wilson 
Administration preceded by two decades the 
New Deal of Franklin D. Roosevelt And the 


latter was expanded in the Truman Administra- 
tion and now is largely adopted by the G.O.P. 
Administration of Dwight D. Eisenhower. 

Partisan politics got Into foreign policy in 
1918 and 1919 and Wilson was defeated in his 
plan to make the United States a member of the 
League of Nations. But his defeat was that of 
the pioneer whose efforts open the way of the 
future. The Yale historian, Charles Seymour, 
writing in the Dictionary of American Biography 
before the creation of the United Nations, said: 

It was Wilson who. by his qualities and 
not merely because of his office, capitalized 
the tragic lessons of the war and wakened 
the world to a great vision. Just as it is cer- 
tain that the nations will pursue the hope of 
establishing an international organization 
for the guarantee of peace, so it is certain 
that Wilson will remain historically the emi- 
nent prophet of that better world. 

Inevitably a leader such as Wilson found and 
drafted the services of a Louis Brandeis. Dis- 
appointed that he could not enlist this very 
able lawyer, advocate and publicist for his Cabi- 
net in 1913, he dared to make the first appoint- 
ment of a Jew to the Supreme Court three years 
later. Four long months the bitter battle raged. 
Six past presidents of the American Bar Asso- 


ciation, including William Howard Taft, signed 


a public statement that Brandeis was “not a fil 
person to be a member of the Supreme Court 
A seventh also dencunced the selection.

But Wilson knew why he had appointed Bran- 
deis. Returning the fight but on the highest 
plane, the President told the Senate: “This 
friend of justice and of men will ornament the 
high court of which we are all so justly proud. I 
cannot speak too highly of his knowledge of 
modern economic conditions and of the way they 
bear upon the masses of the people, or of his 
genius in getting persons to unite in common 
and harmonious action and look with frank and 
kindly eyes into each other’s minds. ...” These 
words hardly more than suggest the quality as 
well as intensity of Wilson’s successful appeal 
for confirmation. 

Afterward many men were ashamed Taft 
apologized. Borah said his “Nay” vote was the 
one above all others. in his career he wished he 
could change. And when Brandeis retired in 
1939, those who had condemned him 23 years 
earlier joined in praising his hundreds of opin- 
ions and utterances on the side of freedom and 
justice and the common man. 

This is a presidential election year. In it 
the temptation will be strong to distract, to 
distort, to confuse, to mislead. The careers of 
Woodrow Wilson and Louis D. Brandeis remind 
us how straightforward and honest public men 
can be. It is a fortunate fate that sets them 
before us in the political year of 1956 as ex- 
amples of American leadership. 
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Change at Tuscaloosa 

The University of Alabama was founded in 
1831. That makes it 125 years old and one of the 
oldest state universities in the country. Not un- 
til last Wednesday had it admitted to its classes 
any students who were not white. But on Feb. 1 
it enrolled in its College of Education, Arthurine 
J. Lucy, a secretary from Birmingham, and the 
old racial regulation was set aside. 

The South is taking a lot of criticism these 
days for its opposition to the Supreme Court 
decision outlawing segregation in public schools. 
All the more reason to applaud Alabama and its 
university at Tuscaloosa for ending a prejudice 
that had stood for a century and a quarter. The 
world does move.

The Jayhawkers’ Fight 

Gov. Fred Hall of Kansas, who gained na- 
tional attention with forthright and enlightened 
advice to the Republican party, faces a hard 
fight with the party’s old guard in the Sun- 
flower state. 

Kansas has approached the one-party status 
of the Deep South, for reasons also partly trace- 
able to the bitterness of the Civil War. Often 
the Republican primary offers the state its most 
significant choice of candidates. And a few days 
ago State Representative Warren W. Shaw, To- 
peka lawyer, filed as a candidate for the guber- 
natorial nomination. 

Mr. Shaw has challenged Gov. Hall on two 
main issues. The challenger is against the new 
Half budget and any tax increases, and he op- 
poses the Governor’s courageous veto of a “right- 
to-work” bill aimed at labor union security. 

With the party’s old guard against him, Gov. 
Hall will have to count on independent support 
and labor votes to retain office. But there is one 
other issue which may work to his advantage. 
It involves J. Wesley Roberts, who resigned as 
Republican national chairman because of a Kan- 
Sas scandal. 

A legislative committee found Mr. Roberts 
had “violated the spirit” of state lobby laws by 
taking a fee for the sale of a hospital to the 
state. Mr. Shaw championed Mr.. Roberts and 
even presented him with a silver platter for his 
party service. The new candidate’s defense on 
this point is that he was an attorney for Roberts, 
and only presented the platter because he was 
asked to do so by a group whose names were on 
it—including President Eisenhower. 

Naturally, in the President's home state, a 
campaign struggle involves counter claims as to 
which candidate is the best Eisenhower man. 
But since nearly all Kansas Republicans are 


Eisenhower men, no. peace treaty will be signed 
that way. As.The Kansas City Star reported: 
“A party divided over its state government, and 
squabbling in its legislative session, enters a 
national election year with chips on its shoulders 
and knives in its belts.” That description fits 
the original Kansas Javhawkers, so maybe there 
is still only one way to fight out politics in 
Kansas.

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Enough Vague Talk 

The time has come to stop talking generalities, 
and to start acting in specific ways, with respect 
to the development of atomic energy for peace- 
ful purposes. That, in capsule form, is the sub- 
stance of an able report to the congressional 
Joint Committee on Atomic Energy by a citizens’ 
panel led by Robert McKinney of New Mexico. 

The report will strike a strong response among 
Americans who are getting tired of our Govern- 
ment’s vague references to “atoms for peace” 
while we continue a super-secret program still 
devoted overwhelmingly to weapons. Not that 
anybody wants the weapons program neglected, 
in the present state of the world. But if our 
country seeks to be a real leader in “atoms for 
peace,” it must start performing, instead of just 
fuzzily promising, in this area also. 

The McKinney report pins down this respon- 
sibility by calling for specific commitments to 
help build outside the United States in the next 
five years as much atomic power capacity as we 
build within our borders. And it strongly recom- 
mends that no less than a million kilowatts of 
generating capacity be the goal in each case 

Central to the report is the idea that truly im- 
portant steps must now be taken for a truly im- 
portant relaxation of secrecy. Instead of viewing 
all atomic information as “born classified,”’ the 
panel would free all facts about reactor tech- 
nology of all restrictions. It would concentrate 
secrecy upon weapons specifically, and end the 
dual system which treats atomic information 
as different from other defense information. 

Chairman Strauss of the AEC declares, with 
characteristic vagueness, that new proposals for 
greater aid to friendly countries and greater ef- 
fort at home are being prepared. The promise 
must be matched against Mr. Strauss’s past per- 
formance, and the McKinney panel obviously 
found it inadequate. 

Atomic power, says the: panel, “may be the 
most tangible symbol of America’s will to peace 
through the peaceful atom Peaceful uses 
of atomic energy will inevitably be developed 
throughout the world. The United States must 
lead.” 

But are we leading? There is grave reason to 
doubt it. That is why the McKinney panel’s 
recommendations should be studied most seri- 


ously by the congressional and administrative 
leaders responsible for atomic energy.

Better Than Searching Graves 

If Shakespeare really invoked a curse on those 
who would disturb his bones—and there are 
doubts that the inscription on his grave came 
from his hand—he was a genius of foresight as 
well as of the drama. Look at what has been 
done to other graves, mostly for the sake of 
showing that Shakespeare did not write 
Shakespeare's plays. Now the Kentish tomb of 
Sir Thomas Walsingham is to be opened in the 
hope that it will yield evidence that the plays 
were by his friend, Christopher Marlowe. 

Why there is such a continuing effort to write 
Marlowe's name or those of Sir Francis Bacon or 
the Earl of Oxford on the title-page of ‘“‘Ham- 
let’ and “Macbeth” is an intriguing mystery. 
Some say that learned scholars cannot abide 
the thought that an unlettered man wrote so 
magnificently. But that hardly fits the facts. 
After all, Ignatius Donnelly—who wrote “The 
Great Cryptogram” in 1888 as a Baconite—was 
not a man of the academy. This Minnesota 
Legislator and Congressman who deserted the 
Republicans after the Civil War to become a 
Granger and then leader of the Populists is re- 
membered as the agrarian advocate of reforms 
which now seem modest enough, but which for 
a while set the country on its ear. 

This friendly and popular politician, however, 
has a neglected claim to fame of a sort. He 
makes many contemporary expounders of odd 
theories seem rather old-hat. Not only did he 
write a book demonstrating (‘to his satisfaction) 
that Shakespeare was really Bacon, or that Bacon 
was Shakespeare. He wrote another to back 
up Plato's story of lost Atlantis, and still another 
—long before Velekovsky put pen to paper—to 
argue that the earth's gravel, clay and silt were 
proof of a collision with a mighty comet. 

That Donnelly was accepted as a contributor to 
The North American Review indicates that he 
was not taken lightly. But it is just as well that 
the American people paid less attention to his 
geology, history and literary scholarship than 
to his arguments against monopoly and for re- 
form through the ballot box. Grave-searching is 
old-hat; not so democracy. 
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More Than Fence and Flowers 

The National Park Service's request for a 
supplemental appropriation of $150,000 for the 
further enhancement of the Old Courthouse in 
St. Louis is a recognition of the Government’s 
obligation to complete the riverfront memorial. 
Now that the Administration has made this 
acknowledgement, Congress should concur in it, 
not only by approving the $150,000 supplemental 
appropriation out of this year’s budget, but by 
approving the $5,000,000 requested by St. Louis 
area Congressmen out of next year’s budget. 

The smaller sum would be used only for a 
granite and iron fence around the building and 
some flowerbeds within the fence. 

The fence and the flowers might be pretty, but 
they do not approximate the concept of the 
national monument which the Government and 
the city agreed to develop and for which St. 
Louis long ago took 40 blocks of property off its 
tax books, not to mention the voting of a 
$7,500,000 bond issue. A gate in a fence is no 
substitute for the “Gateway to the West.”

Henry Louis Mencken’s death will 
send a twinge of nostalgia to many a 
middle-aged American—a feeling which 
will be difficult to explain to his son 
or daughter. 

A generation ago, Mencken's passing 
would have caused wholesale sorrow in 
certain speakeasies and newspaper city 
rooms. 

College students would have cut 
classes for a day to mourn the loss of 
the stormiest figure 
on the United 
States conversation- 
al scene. 

And in many a 
parish house and 
political forum, his 
death would have 
been considered an 
act of God. 

Mencken was an 
editor of surpassing 
skill, a journalist 
of scintillating bril- 
liance, a rare hu- 
morist and a Sav- 
age critic. For years 
he was the bright- 
est star on the Baltimore Sunpapers. 
He was the forward lance in the march 
of American letters from John Fox Jr. 
(“The Little Shepherd of Kingdom 
Come”) to Sinclair Lewis, helped kill 
off much of the trash in American writ- 
ing.

For the Jazz-Age Iconoclast 


Many of the best United States writ- 
ers of the century (Lewis, Dreiser, 
Cather, Pound, Fitzgerald) were discov- 
ered or trundled by Mencken in his 
happy days as co-editor (with George 
Jean Nathan) of the Smart Set (1914- 
23) and the old American Mercury 
(1924-33). 

He took out after United States criti- 
cism, which he said “smells of the pul- 
pit, the chautauqua, the schoolroom.” 

For a géneration of jazz-age icono- 
clasts, Mencken was a demigod who cut 
down false idols with a meat-ax. 

He fought the censors and prohibitors 
like an enraged impala, and destroyed 
shihboleths with a whimsical delight 
that has seldom been equaled. 

On his overheated typewriter he mint- 
ed words and phrases that became part 
of the national currency: “booboisie,” 
“bozart,” “Comstockery,” “Bible Belt.” 

With roars of laughter, Mencken in- 
sulted at least half his countrymen as 
“morons” and “boobs” led by “medi- 
cine men.” 

A vociferous agnostic, he roared 
against the “whooping soul-Savers.”’ 
(One of his favorite letter endings: “I 
pray for you incessantly.) Religion, he 
maintained, was simply a “conditioned 
reflex.” 


His View of the New Deal 


Politicians were barbecued with rel- 
ish. In 1938, during an unhappy inter- 
lude as editor of the Baltimore Evening 
Sun, he covered the editorial page with 
1,000,075 dots, each representing “one 
person in the Federal Government’s 
immense corps of jobholders.” 


The New Deal was “simply an amor- 
phous agglomeration of discordant 
hooeys.” But Mencken was politically 
impartial, and attacked Hoover, Cool- 
idge, Wilson and Lincoln with the same 
vicious delight. And he backed Roose- 
velt for a third term because, he said, 
“he ought to be made to bury his own 
dead horse.” 

His. sense of humor was gargantuan 
and as unsubtle as a kick in the pants. 
On his one visit to Hollywood, he bor- 
rowed Actor Tom Mix’s white, initialed 
and well-known car and parked it out- 
side a notorious brothel. 

Inside with his drunken pals, he vir- 
tuously kept his hat on, jammed a cigar 
in his mouth and, seated at the piano, 
kept pounding out “The Battle Hymn of 
the Republic.” . 

He delighted in autographing Gideon 


Bibles “‘with the compliments of the 
author,” boasted that he liked to “swear 
in the presence of ladies and arch- 
deacons.” ‘ 

To him, everything was a racket— 
God, education, radio, marriage, chil- 
dren, Communism, astronomy (‘a lot 
of pishposh”’), osteopathy, Hollywood. 

In 1930, after 50 years of rollicking 
bachelorhood and contempt for the in- 
stitution of marriage, Mencken sheep- 
ishly announced his own engagement. 
It was a national sensation. 

Mencken took the hilarity in good 
grace. “Getting married,” he said, “like 
getting hanged, is probably a lot less 
dreadful than it has been made out.” 
The‘marriage was a gentle and happy 
one. 

It ended with Sara Mencken's death, 
in 1935, of meningitis. 


Day Faded With Depression 


A lot of Mencken’s caterwauling was 
merely the caprice of a man who doted 
on the outrageous. Few believed that 
he actually deplored democracy. 

His remark that ‘the atomic pomb is 
the greatest of all American achieve- 
ments and one of the imperishable 
glories of Christianity” was shocking. 
But its sole intention was to shock. 

“My writings, such as they are, have 
only one purpose,” he once said ‘—to 
attain for H. L. Mencken that feeling of 
tension relieved and function achieved 
which a cow enjoys on giving milk.” 

But on many matters he was as earn- 
est as a sword. It took real courage to 
risk jail and defy Boston’s Watch & 
Ward society by selling his banned 
Mercury on Brimstone corner. 

He was passionately sincere in his 
famed, acid dispatches to the Evening 
Sun on the Scopes “monkey” trial of 
1925. 

Mencken’s day faded fast. First the 
depression and then the repeal of pro- 
hibition outdated both him and his straw 
men. 

He tried to laugh off the depression. 
But the college men, now unemployed, 
who had always laughed with Mencken, 
failed to get the joke. 

The old Mercury lost its following, 
and less than five years later many a 
bright college boy did not know who 
Mencken was. 

At a political convention, when a pho- 
tographer asked him his name and oc- 
cupation, Mencken solemnly wrote: ‘‘Re- 
tired six-day bicycle rider.”’ 


Under the Hardboiled Shell’ 


But in his sundown, Mencken found 
new activities that assured his reputa- 
tion as a man of letters. His monumen- 
tal “American Language,” his three- 
volume autobiography (a final volume, 
covering Mencken's days as a magazine 
editor, will be published in 50 years) 
and “A New Dictionary of Quotations,”’ 
a'l written just before and during World 
War II, will be read long after his yel- 
lowed news clips and acid essays are 
forgotten. ’ 

Under his hardboiled shell Mencken 
was a kindly man, with a dozen godchil- 
dren, and legions of good friends who 
disagreed with every one of his opinions 
and prejudices. 

He had a passion for great literature, 
classical music and for people (even 
preachers, politicians and boobs). 

He liked nothing better than a terra- 
pin dinner, washed down with good 
beer (and a toast to Lydia E. Pinkham), 
followed by an Upmann cigar and an 
evening of sparkling conversation. 

In his robust way, he loved America, 
once said: “As an American I naturally 
spend most of my time laughing.”

Security Council Action—Recommendations. 


Earlier that Sunday evening, Acheson reported, the Se- 
curity Council of the United Nations had, by a vote of nine 
to nothing, approved a resolution declaring that a breach of 
the peace had been committed by the North Korean action 
and ordering the North Koréans to cease their action and 
withdraw their forces. 

I then called on Acheson to present the recommenda- 
tions which the State and Defense Departments had pre- 
pared. He presented the following recommendations for 
immediate action:

After this report I asked each person in turn to state 
his agreement or disagreement and any views he might have 
in addition.

Alarming Message from Gen. MacArthur. 

Throughout Monday the situation in Korea deteriorated 
rapidly. I called another meeting at Blair House Monday 
night. McArthur’s latest message was alarming: 

“South Korean units unable to resist determined Northern 
offensive. Contributory factor exclusive enemy possession of 
tanks and fighter planes * * * our estimate is that complete 
collapse is imminent.” 

There was no doubt! The Republic of Korea needed help 
at once it it was not to be overrun.

We let it be known 
that we considered the Korean situation vital as a symbol of 
the strength and determination of the West. 


National Security Council Meeting. 

The top level policy discussions were continued on 
Wednesday, June 28th, when I opened another meeting of the 
be 


National Security Council. 
Averell Harriman, who had just arrived from Europe, 


ohserved that the people there had been gravely concerned 
lest we fail to meet the challenge in Korea. After my decision 
had been announced, he said, there had been a general feeling 
of relief, since it had been believed that disaster would other- 
wise be certain 

The Secretary of the Air Force, Thomas Finletter, 
brought up the question of mutual understanding between 


Washington and the Far East Command in Tokyo. He felt 
that personal contact might help us avoid mistakes, and 


suggested that General Vandenberg be sent over to inform 
General MacArthur more specifically on the thinking in 
Washington. 

It was my opinion, however, that at the present moment 
the Chiefs of Staff were most urgently needed in Washington. 
Nevertheless; I understood the need for mutual understanding 
between Washington and Tokyo, and expressed my regret 
that General MacArthur had so consistently declined all invita- 
tions to return to the United States for even a short visit. 
There had been no opportunity for him to meet me as Com- 
mander-in-Chief. I felt that if the Korean conflict was pro- 
longed, I would want to see General MacArthur 

The National Security Council met again Thursday, when 
Secretary of Defense Johnson introduced a proposed directive 
to General MacArthur. The-final paragraph of this proposed 
directive, however, permitted an implication that we were 
planning to go to war against the Soviet Union. I stated 
categorically that I did not wish to see even the slightest 
implication of sucha plan. I wanted to take every step neces- 
sary to push the North Koreans back behind the 38th Parallel. 
But, I wanted to be sure that we would not become so deeply 
committed in Korea that we could not take care of such other 
situctions as might develop. 

Secretary Pace expressed the belief that we should be 
very careful in authorizing operations above the 38th Parallel, 
and that we should clearly limit such operations. I agreed, 
pointing out that operations above the 38th Parallel should be 
designed only to destroy military supplies, for I wanted it 
clearly understood that our operations in Korea were designed 
to restore peace there and to restore the border. 

Secretary Acheson said that the Air Force should not be 
restricted in its tasks by a rigid application of the 38th 
Parallel as a restraining line, but he wanted to be sure that 
precautions would be taken to keep the air elements from 
going beyond the boundaries of Korea. He suggested that 
the directive to MacArthur include some instructions in the 
case of Soviet intervention, perhaps to the effect that he defend 
his posit and our forces, and report at once for further 
instructions from the President. I accepted this suggestion. 

The Secretary of State then reviewed the reply received 
from the Soviets to our appeal to them to help bring the 
fighting in Korea to an end. Acheson expressed the belief 
that a statement which had been released in Peiping, taken 
together with the Russian reply seemed to indicate that the 
Soviets would not intervene themselves, but might help the 
Chinese Communists to do so. 

Before closing the meeting, I asked the Secretary of 
Defense to prepare a directive in my name to General Mac- 
Arthur instructing him to make a full and complete report 
on the situation in the Far East.each day. 

Offer of Help from Chiang Kai-shek. 

A little later that day, Secretary Acheson returned to 
the White House, and among the things we discussed was a 
communication from the Chinese Government offering assist- 
ance in Korea. Chiang Kai-shek had instructed his ambassa- 
dor to tell us that he was willing to send ground forces 
numbering up to 33,000 men but that he had neither air nor 
sea units and that U. S. assistance would be needed to get 
the ground forces from Formosa to Korea and then to supply 
them there. 

I told Acheson that my first reaction was to accept this 
offer, because I wanted, as I had said to the National Secur- 
ity Council earlier in the day, to see as many of the members 
of the United Nations as possible take part in the Korean 
action. Acheson suggested that the situation of Nationalist 
China was different from that of other U. N. members. 
Formosa wes one.of the areas most exposed to attack. That 
had been the reason we had dispatched the Seventh Fleet, and 
it would be a little inconsistent to spend American money to 
protect an island while its natural defenders were somewhere 
else. 

The following morning I was still inclined to accept the 
Chinese offer. Frank Pace, the Secretary of the Army, tele- 
phoned me at five o’clock in the morning. He said that he had 
just spoken to General Collins, who had had a long telecon 
conference with MacArthur. General MacArthur had asked 
for the conference immediately upon his return from ‘a flying 
trip to the Korean front line. MacArthur said he was con- 
vinced that only American ground units could stop the North 
iwcrean advance. He had asked for permission to commit one 
regimental combat team at once and to build up to two divi- 
sions as rapidly as possible. 

I told Pace to inform General MacArthur immediately 
that the use of one regimental combat team was approved. 

At seven that morning a staff colonel from the Joint 
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DEAN ACHESON and GEN. OMAR NWN, BRADLEY, Chairman of Joint 
Dulles had just returned from Korea and Japan.

that the Chinese offer qught to be politely declined. I then 
decided, that General MacArthur should be given tull author- 
ity to use the ground forces under his command. 


Factors of National Willingness and Ability. 


What a nation can do or must do begins with the will- 
ingness and the ability of its people to shoulder the burden. 
In 1945-46, the American people had chosen to scuttle their 
military might. I was against hasty and excessive demobiliza- 
tion at the time, and stated publicly that I was; and General 
Eisenhower, then Army Chief of Staff, spoke out against it 
also. The Press and the Congress, however, drowned us out. 

Then there is the problem of what kind of a military 
force to maintain—within the limits of what Congress and 
the people are willing to support. Today’s military leaders 
are almost all technical specialists, and it is only natural that 
each sholld feel that his particular specialty is the most im- 
portant aspect of the national defense picture. The same goes 
for the geographic distribution of national strength. Each 
area commander feels that it is his duty to have his area 
interests taken care of first, often without consideration of 
what goes on elsewhere in the world 

I have always understood this kind of thinking. When I 
was in command of Battery “D” in World War I, that was 
the center of the whole war eifort for me, and I could and 
did argue with the battalion staff for always more and better 
equipment and attention for my outfit. As Senator, my inves- 
tigations. had given me an insight into the constant contest 
between the war theaters for the lion’s share of the war pro- 
duction, and as President, I always tried to listen to all sides 
before approving what I thought was the most balanced 
approach. 

I did not lose sight of this approach when Korea broke 
on us. In Korea, the Communists. challenged us, but they 
were capable of challenging us in a similar way in many 
places, and, what was even more serious they could, if they 
chose, plunge us and the world into another and far more 
terrible war. 

I could not agree with the tactics or approach of those 


who, like Chiang Kai-shek in a speech on July 3, 1950, 
wanted the U. N. to charge the Russians with the full re- 
sponsibility for this Korean conflict and to demand that 


Moscow put an end to it. This kind of bluster is certain 
to lead into an impossible dilemma. If these suggestions 
had been followed, and the Soviets had ignored the order, 
as in all likelihood they would have done, the United Na- 
tions would either have stood convicted of weakness, or 
World War III would have been on. 


It was in line with this policy that certain proposed 
flying photo reconnaissance missions were not permitted. 
Some Air Force planners had proposed, on July 6th, to fly 
some very high-level photo missions over Dairen, Port Ar- 
thur, Vladivostok, Karafuto and the Kurile Islands. For- 
tunately, the Air Force asked for State Department advice. 
Dean Acheson brought the matter to me. I asked him to 
get in touch with the Secretary of the Air Force Finletter 
and tell him that I wanted him to make it very plain to 
the Air Force commanders in the Far East that it was con- 
trary to our policy to engage in activities that might give 
the Soviet Union a pretext to come into open conflict with us. 

It was only natural for the Air Force commanders in 
the Far East to plan such reconnaissance missions. The 
information to be gained in this way would have been of 
help to their local situation. But there were over-all con- 
siderations that outweighed these local advantages, and the 
decision therefore had to be against the proposal. 

This view was also taken by the agencies that prepared 
the studies on which | based my decisions. 


MacArthur’s Request Given High Priority. 


General MacArthur’s request for additional troops de- 
served high priority. I gave approval to an immediate alert 
order for the 2nd Infantry Division, in addition to the First 
Marine Division which was already preparing for the move 
to Korea, instructed Secretary Johnson to call on Selective 
Service to furnish the armed forces with manpower needed 
to fill up the skeleton units and ships. I then directed that 
General Collins and General Vandenberg fly to Tokyo to 
confer with General MacArthur. 

Meanwhile, our forces were still fighting a rear-guard 
action and were withdrawing steadily and doggedly toward 
the beachhead city of Pusan. 

The American press made dramatic news out of this 
retreat. News stories spoke of entire units being wiped out, 
and exaggerated the rout and confusion. The truth was that 
a small band of heroic youngsters led by a few remarkable 
generals was holding off a landslide in order that the strength 
for the counterpunch could be mustered behind their thin 
curtain of resistance. 

By this time, however, General MacArthur had already 
conceived the basic: plan for the counterattack. On July 
7th the general had advised the Joint Chiefs of Staff that 
his basic operation plan would be to stop the enemy armies; 
to exploit fully the control of the sea and of the air; and 
by amphibious maneuvers, to strike behind the mass of the 
enemy ground forces. 

These major plans were the topics which General Col- 
lings and General Vandenberg discussed with General Mac- 
Arthur during their visit with him. They had also discussed 
the problem of meeting the needs of the Far East Command 
within the over-all requirements of national policy, and the 
use of allied troop elements in Korea. 

General MacArthur agreed to the use of allied troops 
within his command. He did, however, advise against ac- 
cepting the offer of 33,000 Chinese Nationalist troops made 
by Chiang Kai-shek. He offered the opinion that these 
troops would be of little effect in Korea; they were infan- 
try, without artillery or other support elements, and of un- 
known quality.

To make this plan possible required, however, a con- 
siderable stepping-up of the rebuilding of the’ armed forces, 
and almost every time he communicated with us, the Far 
East Commander asked for increased numbers of troops. 

On July 19th, I had asked Congress to remove the lim- 
itations on the size of the armed forces, and had urged leg- 
islation to authorize the establishment of priorities and al- 
locations of materials, to prevent hoarding and requisition- 
ing necessary supplies. 

An advance copy of this message was sent to General 
MacArthur to inform him of the approach that was being 
taken at home. He thanked me for this in a most courteous

was the high priest of a

Mencken had very little in 
common with his half-baked 
followers and imitators but 
he had only himself to blame 
for being loved for the wrong 
reasons.

OMETIMES it pays to 
G rows among old forgot- 

ten books, just as it does 
among old paintings. Occa- 
sionally such browsing will 
vield a work worth resurrect- 
ing. Bernard Baruch says 
such browsing is one of his 
favorite forms of relaxation. 
“A stroll down some desert- 
ed lane of literature or his- 
tory, like a walk along a se- 
cluded country road, clears 
my mind and helps restore 
my perspective.” 

On such a stroll, he tells 
us, he came across a work in 
five formidable looking vol- 
umes, which he bought at 
auction and took to his home 
in South Carolina to read at 
his leisure. “I have been 
reading in it ever since. I 
know of no book which has 
given me more instruction 
and more pleasure.” 

That is how the volume 
under review came into be- 
ing. Mr. Baruch communi- 
cated his enthusiasm for this 
forgotten work, which bore 
the title “Lectures on His- 
tory,” to “the perceptive 
M. Lincoln Schuster,” who 
agreed with him that it 
should be rescued from ob- 
scurity. So in a much 
abridged form, reduced from 
five volumes to one, it has 
been restored to the world 
of letters. 

William Smyth, the author 
of this forgotten opus, was 
Regius Professor of Modern 
History at Cambridge Uni- 
versity in the early 1800s. 
The book consists of the lec- 
tures he delivered to his stu- 
dents, and it was first pub- 
lished in 1840. The editor, 
Mr. Brockway, makes no 
great claim for Smyth. Short- 
ly after his lectures were 
published Macaulay came 
along and completely sub- 
merged them. “There is no 
use pretending that posterity 


did not make the _ right 
verdict.” 
There is no question, of 


course, that Macaulay or Ac- 
ton, who was to succeed 
Smyth in his chair at Cam- 
bridge, were greater his- 
torians than he, and _ that 
their work deserves far 
greater fame and attention.

American way of life,” gave 
him the appearance of the 
iconoclast and revolutionary. 
So the bright boys and girls 
who wanted to smash every- 
thing and start all over again 
naturally regarded him as one 
of their own. 

Actually Mencken was con- 
servative if not reactionary 
in most things. In matters of 
food, politics, art, music, 
architecture and sociology he 


with Mr. Baruch in his high 
appraisal of Smyth. 

“The significance of Smyth's 
work lies in his reflections 
on human nature and on the 
charactér and conduct of men 
—the great and the not so 
great, the thinkers and the 
doers — such as Cromwell, 
Pitt, Godwin, Burke, Voltaire, 
Robespierre, Washington, to 
name a few at random. It 
lies in his observations on 
the enduring problems of the 
world—on war and peace, 
liberty and tyranny, reform 
and revolution, poverty and 
wealth, and chiefly on the use 
and abuse of power. It lies 
in brief in his attempt to 
read the lessons of history.” 

What amazed me as I read 
his pages was to see how well 
his historical judgments and 
reflections stood up after the 
passage of 150 years — with 
all the growth of knowledge 
and change of ideas that 
those years have brought. In 
this respect at least he sur- 
vives far better than cocek- 
sure Macaulay, whose views 
and judgments have been 
under constant attack. 


oe oe + 
S examples of the kind 
Ae reflective wisdom 
which gives Smyth the 
best claim to revived atten- 
tion I would quote these two: 

“Power is like money; men 

should be accustomed as 
much as possible, as much 
as they can bear, to the han- 
dling of it, that they may 
learn the proper use of it: 
they are so, more or less, in 
free government; not so in 
arbitrary: and this is the cir- 
cumstance which always con- 
stitutes the insecurity of arbi- 
trary governments, while 
they stand, and the difficulty 
of improving them, when 
they can stand no longer.” 

“All history shows, what all 
theory announces, that specu- 
lative truth, particularly in 
religious questions, can be 
left with best advantage to 
the silent influence and ulti- 
mate decision, not of creeds 
and councils, but of free 
enquiry.” 

For reclaiming from the 
grave this thoughtful scholar 
with his wide fund of mature 
wisdom—characteristic of the 
eighteenth century at its best 
—Messrs. Baruch and Schus- 
ter deserve our warm thanks. 
A word of praise, too, is due 
the editing job done by Wal- 
lace Brockway. By judicious 
cutting he has produced a 
work that can be read with 
ease and pleasure by a mod- 
ern reader, impatient with 
the interminable’ sentences 


and paragraphs of that day. 


looked back to the eighteenth 
century as the time when civ- 
jlized man was most at ease 
and most respected in the 
Western World.

VIRTUOSO of language, 
A tovever. frequently out- 

runs his own logic. 
Mencken would never weaken 
the rhythm of a sentence by 
inserting a qualification. He 
had no time and no inclina- 
tion for the measured, judi- 
cial and fair-minded approach 
to his intellectual enemies. 
They were “charlatans,” 
“frauds,” “hinds,” “oafs,” 
“backwoods Savonarolas,” 
“tinpot Messiahs.” And these 
objects of his wrath were 
everywhere. He qualified a 
new cadre every time he took 
pen in hand. 


So an assessment of Menck- 
en that started with a roll- 
call of his victims would get 
nowhere. You couldn't love 
him for the enemies he made 
because he made too many. 
But he WAS important, and a 
measure of that importance 
can best be realized by ex- 
amining first what he was 
for and what he assisted 
rather than what he attempt- 
ed to destroy. 


As an editor of the Smart 
Set and the American Mer- 
cury he gave substantial en- 
couragement and constructive 
aid to young writers who de- 
parted from the “genteel” 
tradition of American letters 
and struck out for them- 
selves, He stimulated a new 
interest in Theodore Dreiser, 
he effectively sounded the 
gong for Sinclair Lewis, 
Eugene O'Neill, Thyra Sam- 
ter Winslow; Ruth Suckow, 
Scott Fitzgerald and many 
others. He helped to produce 
a receptive climate for writ- 
ers such as Ernest Heming- 
way and William Faulkner. 

He also drew renewed at- 
tention to European writers. 
Almost single-handed he cre- 
ated a vogue for Joseph Con- 
rad in the United States 
which lasted until Conrad's 
death, 
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E was a superb lexicog- 
Pte: His original and 

revised versions of “‘The 
American Language” are im- 
portant pieces of scholarship 
which will certainly form 
the basis for future inquiries 
into the growth of the lan- 
guage. For though conserva- 
tive in most things he under- 
stood better than most writ- 
ers that the art of communi- 
cation should reject nothing 
that makes it more vivid, 
more intelligible and more 
responsive to the exposition 
of ideas. 

By precept too he pro- 
vided a stimulating model to 
the writer who was interest- 
ed in effective expression 
rather than the cultivation of 
a “respectable” literary style. 
All of his pieces were free 
from weak locutions; but in 
his sober essays—where he 
was intent on developing an 
idea rather than lampooning 
the booboisie —his fine ear 
for sound and his vivid im- 
agery were easily combined 
with a remorseless logic in 
the statement and develop- 
ment of ideas. 


It is ironic that Mencken 
should be remembered more 
for his essays in hyperbole 
than for his mellow book of 
reminiscences called ‘‘Happy 
Days.” The accident of a 
sudden change in the Ameri- 
can social climate was re- 
sponsible for the eclipse of 
his popularity. But it is use- 
less to speculate on what 
might have happened if he 
had been subject to a differ- 
ent time schedule. As it is 
he certainly wrote enough to 
make him a memorable fig- 
ure to those who read him: 
and an irreducible deposit of 
his writings will remain to 
charm, amuse and edify the 
readers of many another day.

The story was originally 
written for Dickens’s beloved 
magazine “Household Words,” 
and that issue sold 100,000 
copies. The suspense, senti- 
ment and poetic feelings of 
both writers are in focus 
here, and the short book has 
literary form and dramatic 
impact. 

Dickens, in the person of 
the brave captain of the 
beautiful ship, “The Golden 
Mary,” writes the first third 
of the book, describing the 
passengers and crew setting’ 
out from England to the Cal- 
ifornian gold mines and suf- 
fering a terrible shipwreck 
on the way. 

When the Captain becomes 
unconscious, Collins, as the 
sensitive and stalwart first 
mate, takes over the ship and 
the narrative. The contrast in 
the styles of the two writers, 
therefore, adds to the effec- 
tiveness of the book. 

In the second part, Collins 
incorporates the stories, songs 
and poems which the ship- 
wrecked party told one an- 
other to distract themselves 
from the reality of their ter- 
rible plight.

Existentialist's Views Far Ranging 


LITERARY AND PHILOSOPHICAL 
ESSAYS, by Jean-Paul Sartre.

IGHTLY or wrongly, 
R pritosophers presume to 
have the right to speak 
on anything. In the case of 
Sartre, French existentialist, 
author,. and commentator on 
man’s agonizing and exhil- 
erating “aloneness,”’ the latest 
volume of his esSays ranges in 
subject matter from the early 
William Faulkner to Marxian 
dogmas, from New York 
City’s provincialism to Des- 
cartes’ concept of freedom. 
The one unifying element 
throughout the thirteen es- 
says is Sartre’s existentialism, 
which provides a _ base. for 
discussing the radicalism of 
Dos Passos, the Christianity 
of Francois Mauriac, the ‘‘ab- 
surdity” of Albert Camus, and 
the Aristotelian sense of form 
in Jean Giraudoux. 


Dos Passos’ early books are 
highly praised for their de- 
lineation of the nakedness of 
man and his materialistic 
world. Faulkner’s reveling in 
the intricacies of time results 
in novels where man has a 
past but only a closed future, 
and this the freedom-loving 
Sartre refuses to accept. He 
can accept Faulkner's despair 
in the early novels, for to 
Sartre man has been pushed 
into a meaningless universe, 
where the only order possible 
is that which each man him- 
self can and should assert. 


The existentialist interest 
in freedom leads him to ques- 
tion Descartes’ interpretation 
of freedom, a freedom which 
Sartre feels permits man to 
sin but declares that man’s 
goodness stems from God. 
Consequently Sartre ques- 
tions that Descartes’ concept 
really grants man freedom of 
the will. To Sartre man shows 
his freedom by his actions. 
Hence, though he finds the 
world is drab and degraded, 
man’s actions can and ought 
to lend.dignity to the “de- 
bacle.” Sartre offers human- 
ism without optimism.

N one of the clearest com- 
| mentaries available on Al- 

bert Camus’ “The Stran- 
ger,” a novel in which the 
central figure commits mur- 
der without any motive and 
welcomes execution for his 
crime because death is the 
greatest experience a man can 
have, Sartre defends Camus’ 
concept of viewing our world 
‘as “absurd,” absurd, that is, 
because the world and man 
are at odds. There is a-cleav- 
age between man’s. “drive 
toward the eternal and the 
finite character of his exist- 
ence.” Man's desire to make 
intelligible that which is eca- 


pricious, unintelligible, and 
absurd—all terms that Camus 
and Sartre would apply to 
our world—gives dignity to 
man. Sartre echoes Pascal 


who emphasized “the natural 
misfortune of our mortal and 
feeble condition, so wretched 
consider it 


that when we

closely, nothing can console 


us. 


An interesting essay on 
Marxism and revolution points 
out the fallacious thinking of 
Communists. Sartre does not 
concern himself with the eco- 
nomics of communism, but 
instead with its materialism 
and its denial of freedom. 
Marxian materialism supports 
a myth that revolution is in- 
evitable, but at the same time 
conformity and fear of inde- 
pendent thinking stifle the 
revolution. Communists, he 
feels, have reached a status 
quo ideologically. It is no 
longer a party of revolution 
but is bound by a doctrine 
that destroys thought. 

For the ordinary reader the 
most interesting essays dis- 
cuss. American cities and 
American conformity. Our 
cities, says Sartre, look alike 
and are “frail and temporary, 
formless and unfinished,” but 
they are “open to the world, 
and to the future.” They have 
“their adventurous look and, 
even in their ugliness and 
disorder, a touching beauty.”

REEDOM in American 
F society, on the other hand, 

is of a type unfa- 
miliar to most Europeans. 
Americans want to be free, 
but are afraid to go it alone. 
Instead we seek for univer- 
sals and try to apply them to 
our society. Sartre feels that 
the average American finds 
freedom in raising himself to 
the impersonality of the Uni- 
versal. .. 

Behind the typical Ameri- 
can’s desire to join clubs and 
to enter into social contracts 
with others is the feeling that 
the association confers upon 


him individuality and person- 
al worth. “Within the asso- 
ciation, he can take the in- 
itiative, can advocate his per- 
sonal political views and in- 
fluence, if he is able to, the 
line of the group.” 


Sartre’s essays are for the 


thinking readers, and al- 
though many will disagree 
violently with him, they 


should not dismiss his exis- 
tentialism because philosoph- 
ically it may not seem palat- 
able. Sartre’s beliefs leave 
room for action and freedom. 


HERBLOCK’S HERE AND NOW, 
by Herbert Block. (Simon and 
Schuster, 280 pgs., $2.95.)

T. LOUISANS who heard 
S The Washington Post car- 
toonist speak here not 

long ago know that in addi- 
tion to a sharp pen, Herblock 
can wag a sharp tongue. He 
wields both in this book, 
which collects 250 of his re- 
cent cartoons and some 30,- 
000 words of text, the whole 
composing one of the most 
sustained and blistering at- 
tacks on the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration that is available 
today. 

As art, Herblock’s cartoons 
leave much to be desired. He 
frequently overcomplicates 
the pictures. His black, bold 
lines are too seldom con- 
trasted with other values. 
Nearly all of his characters 
look like something out of a 
comic strip whether this is 
the appropriate mood or not. 
And he is basically a gag-line 
cartobnist, depending for 
punch on the caption more 
than the conception or the 
drawing. 

As polemics, however, Her- 
block’s cartoons overcome any 
shortcomings they may have 
as art. They are bitter, 
biting, merciless and above all 
true. He may be partisan, 
but he. defends partisanship 
ably in his text, and it must 
be said that even as a par- 
tisan he can only take advan- 
tage of the openings left him 
by his ‘adversaries. They 
leave him plenty, and looking 
through this book you get the 
idea that. he did not leave 
many unexploited. 

The salty flavor of the 
prose can be judged from the 
chapter in which Herblock 
dissents from the “father- 
image” theory of Eisenhower's 
popularity: 

“If we're going to get into 
psychopolitical stuff, I want 
to play, too, because I know 
just as little about psychiatry 
as the rest of the boys who 
bandy the terms about. The

NEW VOICES IN THE AMERI-

Tw six plays collected in 


this small volume repre- 

sent, on the whole, the 
American theater of the mid- 
century at its best. The au- 
thors are gifted young play- 
wrights who have risen toe 
take the places of their prede- 
cessors who, led by Eugene 
O'Neill, after World War I, 
brought new life and vigor 
into the native theater, and 
established American drama 
as a literary form worthy of 
serious consideration along 
with our poetry and our nov- 
els. Few of the men of the 
1920s are left in the field to- 
day. But these “new voices” 
should be heard in our thea- 
ters for years tocome. There 
is no need to bewail the state 
of our playwriting today. 

As Brooks Atkinson points 
out in his foreword, each of 
the dramatists represented 
here writes in his own indi- 
vidual way, paying scant heed 
to the conventions and the so- 
called “laws of the drama” 
which for years shackled the 
imaginations of the men and 
women who used the stage as 
a medium for the expression 
of their views. Each one has 
something to say, and he says 
it in the way he considers 
most effective for his pur- 
pose, with but little regard 
for precedent. He also avails 
himself to the full of recent 
advances in staging and light- 
ing. 

Happily for St. Louis 
drama-lovers, all six of these 
plays have been seen in this 
city. Yet they bear careful 
reading even by those who 
have had the good fortune to 
see them in the form the au- 
thor intended, for they offer 
much that can elude us at a 
single performance If oth- 
ers Will read them with their 
imaginations as well as with 
their eyes, seeing past the 
black letters on the white 
page to the living stage, they 
will find the experience both 
entertaining and rewarding. 

Tennessee Williams opens 
the volume with his “A 
Street Car Named Desire” 
and its pathetic Blanche Du 
Bois. Arthur Miller is repre- 
sented by “The Death of a 
Salesman,” William Inge by 
his first success, “Come Back, 
Little Sheba,” George Axel- 
rod by “The Seven Year 
Itch,” the only comedy in the 
collection, Robert Anderson 
by his moving “Tea and Sym- 
pathy,” and Herman Wouk by 
the enormously popular “The 
Caine Mutiny Court-Martial” 
with its controversial closing 
act. It is not likely that many 
who read these six plays will 
subscribe to the all too fre- 
quently heard lament that the 
American drama today is ina 
deplorable state of health.

He has to 
double in housework and help 
the kids with their home- 
work. He sometimes has to 
get mad and say, ‘Hey, I told 
you to STOP!’ 

“But Uncle is a regular 
guy and everybody likes him. 
Uncle buys the kids pistols 
and popcorn and takes them 
to the ball game, although 
with all his charm and 
glamor he’s not quite so close 
to us and our little problems 
as Papa is. Eisenhower seems 
to me to be like a favorite 
uncle who won fame and for- 
tune abroad.”

TT BROTHERS 
SENTENCED 10 
DEATH FOR RAPE 


Victim of eae 
and Assault Says Pen- 
alty Is What ‘They 


Deserve.’ 


ATLANTA, Ga., Feb. 4 (UP) 
—A jury in United States dis- 
trict court sentenced two broth- 
ers today to death in the 
Georgia electric chair for kid- 
naping and rape of a spinster. 

“I certainly think they de- 
serve it,” was the reaction of 
the victim, Miss Sunie Jones, 
53 years old, of Chattanooga, 
when the jury found George, 
33, and Michael Krull, 31, guilty 
after almost eight hours of de- 
liberation. 

Attorneys for the brothers 
indicated they would appeal the 
death sentence and Judge Frank 
Hooper delayed fixing of the 
execution date until Feb. 24. 

The verdict was death for 
each of the brothers on rape 
charges. The jury could have 
specified life imprisonment or 
left it to the judge’s discretion 
to fix punishment. Additionally, 
the brothers were given life 
sentences from the jury for 
kidnaping the woman. 

Execution of capital cases 
from federal court is carried 
out in the state penitentiary at 
Reidsville, Ga. 

The Krull brothers were con- 
victed of abducting Miss Jones 
from a Chattanooga street cor- 
ner, driving her into Georgia 
and subjecting her to hours of 
rape and torture in Chicka- 
mauga national battlefield. 

The brothers, who both have 
long criminal records dating 
back to their youth in the Pitts- 
burgh area, were pictured by 
United States prosecutors as 
roaming “like hungry wolves 
through the streets of Chatta- 
nooga in broad daylight” seek- 
ing a woman they could molest. 
They finally grabbed Miss 
Jones who testified to the 
agony they put her through. 

“I wouldn’t have been happy 
if it hadn’t turned out like it 
did,” she said after the ver- 
dict. “It was a terrible thing to 
go through and I hope no other 
woman ever has to experience 
it. I'm so happy I’m still liv- 
ing.” 


PRAVDA, IZVESTIA 
PUBLISH TEXTS 
OF 3 DOCUMENTS 


MOSCOW, Feb. 4 (AP)— 
Pravda and Izvestia published 
three important documents in 
complete text today in some- 
what startling juxtaposition: | 

1. The text of President Eisen- 
hower’s reply to Premier Bul- 
ganin’s first letter to him. This 
rejected Bulganin’s appeal for.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4 (UP) 
—A House investigating sub- 
committee accused the Eisen- 
hower Administration today of 
jeopardizing the national slum 
clearance program 
“roadblocks and strangling red 
tape.” 

The House Banking subcom- 
mittee on housing reported also 
it had found that the urban re- 
development prog.am to en- 
courage new rental housing was 
“hopelessly bogged in adminis- 
trative bungling.” It said some 
people uprotted from slums are 
being forced to move into even 
worse living quarters 

The charges were made in a 
report approved by a majority 
of the nine-man, Democratic- 
controlled subcommittee. The 
group spent six months taking 
testimony in New York, Phila- 
delphia, Los Angeles and Chi- 
cago. 

Chairman Albert Rains 
(Dem.), Alabama, said the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration is 
still in a “state of shock” from 
the 1954 expose of windfall 
profits to builders under the 
previous FHA program. He 
added that this is no excuse for 
FHA officials to become “over- 
lv cautious and timid to an ex- 
treme.” 

The housing program 
for federal aid to slum 
ance projects coupled with 
urban redevelopment to pro- 
vide better low-rent homes. 

“Federal law requires 
families displaced by 
clearance be furnished with |! 
decent, safe, sanitary housing | 
which they can afford,” the | 
subcommittee said. It added | 
that between 40 and 50 per 
cent of the families being up- | 
rooted are so poor they can af- | 
ford only subsidized, low-rent 
public housing. 

The subcommittee said an ex- 
panded public housing program 
is the answer.

report said. “If displaced fam- 
ilies are merely shunted to an- 
other slum area, or an area 
which is on the verge of be- 
coming a slum, the problem is 
only aggravated further.”

from the negative attitude and 
philosophy displayed by many 
of the Government officials con- 
cerned.” 
Only One Commitment. | 
Only one commitment has 
been issued by FHA under this 
program so far, involving 762 
proposed units in New York 
City. The subcommittee said 
that even this would not have 
been done if it had not been for 
the investigation. 
The program for FHA insur- 


ance for low-cost sales and 
rental housing outside urban | 
renewal areas for displaced | 


families has been 
disappointment,” 
continued. 

The subcommittee called for 
raising to two from one billion 
dollars the amount available in 
loans and grants under the slum 
clearance and urban renewal 
programs. It suggested also a 
number of technical changes, in- 
cluding a possible increase in 
the profit allowance for urban 
renewal construction. 

FHA at first held to a maxi- 
mum of 5 per cent profit, the 
subcommittee said, but now al- 
lows 7 per cent. The commit- 
tee suggested the maximum may 
have to be raised to 10 per cent.

President Eisenhower has 
recommended liberalization of 
the regular Government mort- 
gage insurance program to spur 
home-building for the aged.

Drastic Changes in 
Training Camp Picture. 
ASEBALL players are 
packing their bags for the 
spring training period and 
probably will take for grant- 
ed the lush conditions that 
are cOmmonplace now as the 


athletes prepare for the 
championship season. 
There have been great 


changes in the way of spring 


life for the ball player. Now 
they are quartered at good 
hotels, travel first class by 
air, train or motor. The young 
player in this age of scarce 
major league talent, can be 
assured that he will be given 
every chance to make the 
grade. If he is on a major 
league roster he is certain 
that he will be kept in the 


training camp, on that roster, 
for at least 30 days. 


Back in the old days, 30 or 
40 years ago, the rookie in a 
training camp was an excep- 
tion Spring squads were 
small and the training period 
usually was designed to get 
the fairly well-known Siarting 
lineup of regulars, and a few 


utility men and the pitching 
staff, into condition for the 
season. 


The club paid the hotel bill 
and the players signed meal 
checks at the hotel, or occa- 
sionally at a convenient res- 
taurant. When it was neces- 
sary for the athletes to be 
given meal money the stand- 
ard in the early days was 
$2.50 or $3 a day. The club 
paid train fare from the play- 
er’'s home to training camp, 
but there was no allowance 
for incidental expenses. Some 
clubs were generous enough 
to pay laundry bills. 

It’s different today. The 
ma:or league player in train- 
ing camp usually eats where 
he pleases and is given spend- 
ing money to boot. The Car- 
dinals, for instance, in recent 
vears have given each player 
$8 a day meal money and $25 
a week for tips and inci- 
dentals That amounts to 
about $340 a month and back 
in those old days there were 
fairly good big league players 
who didn't get that much sal- 


ary during the regular base- 
ball season. Enos Slaughter, 
for instance, came up from 


Columbus, where he hit .381, 
and went to spring training 
camp with a $2400 contract. 
If the Cards had a .381 hitter 
coming up today, his contract 
would call for not much less 
than $10,000 and the club 
probably would give him a 
villa on the beach to make 
sure he was very happy. 


Efficiency of Presént 


System Is Questionable. 


HERE have been refine- 
T ments in the _ training 
phases of the spring 
camp, but it’s possible that 


occasionally the camp of to- 
day is not as efficient as the 
rugged camp of the early 
years. 

More time spent 
on instruction in various 
phases of baseball, such as 
sliding, base running, pick-off 
Plays, executing and break- 
ing up the sacrifice. or 
squeeze play, bunting, etc. 
But because there are so 
many athletes in camp con- 
siderable time is wasted, per- 
haps unavoidably, on players 
who are known to be destined 
to leave the big league squad 
at cutting down time. 

Back in 1922, for instance, 
when the Browns were train- 
ing at Mobile for a season in 
which they barely missed the 
the pennant, there was a 
small, compact Squad, con- 
sisting of the regulars, utility 
infielders and outfielders and 
the pitching staff. The pitch- 
ers on the roster, the pro- 
spective starters, did the bat- 
ting practice pitching. Today 
there are so many batting 
practice pitchers in a major 
league camp, and so many 
on the club roster, that fre- 
quently a prospective regu- 
lar pitcher will work only a 
few innings during a six-week 
training and exhibition game 
period. Last spring, for in- 
stance, there was at least one 
Cardinal pitcher, with an ex- 
cellent minor league record, 
who didn’t pitch even one in- 
ning in an exhibition game. 
That's all right if you have a 
staff like some in Cardinal 
uniforms a few years ago. 
For instance if you have Mort 
Cooper, Howie Pollet, Max 
Lanier, Johnny Beazley, Er- 
nie White, Al Brazle, Harry 
Brecheen and men like that, 
you know they can pitch. 
What they do in the spring 
isn’t too important. 

A year ago, as spring train- 
ing opened, the Cardinals 
didn’t know much about their 
pitching staff. And when the 
championship play started,

the staff was so uncertain 
that Brooks Lawrence, de- 
spite a miserable training 


camp showing, drew the start- 
ing assignment in the open- 
ing game of the season. 

Undoubtedly it will be dif- 
ferent this year. Numerous 
B Squad games have been 
scheduled and everybody will 
get a better chance to show 
what he can do.

(retired).

Intentional Pass 
Automatic in A. L. 
In Spring Games 


NEW YORK, Feb. 4 (UP). 

HE American League de- 
A cisea today to conduct 

an experiment in spring 
training this year whereby 
a player being given an in- 
tentional pass will be auto- 
matically awarded first base. 
No pitches need be thrown. 

“This is an idea that we're 
trying in connection with 
our campaign to speed up 
ball games,” said American 
League President Will Har- 
ridge. “I don't know what 
the reaction of the fans will 
be. That’s what we want to 
find out.” 


The National League will 
not go along with the idea 
except that it will co-operate 
by adopting the plan in games 
played with American League 
teams during the spring ex- 
hibition season. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 4. 
The major leagues, acting upon 
a proposal by Commissioner 
Ford Frick, voted today to 
establish a new award next sea- 
son for the most. valuable 
pitcher in each league. 

The award, 


(UP)— 


honoring the late 


Cy Young, who won more games 
than any other hurler in the 
history of baseball, 511, will be 
entirely apart from the most 
valuable player accolade. 

That was the major. action 


taken by the club owners today 
in a marathon session in which 
they also voted to turn down 
once again the demands of the 
players for a boost in the salary 


minimums from $6,000 to 
$7,200. 

And on a “command per- 
formance” the owners also 
voted to keep all negatiations 
for a new World Series and All- 
Star game radio ard TV con- 


tract strictly in the hands of the 
commissioner. 


Frick had insisted that this 
be the procedure, demanding 
that the players be excluded 


from such negotiations 

The pitcher award, which has 
been a pet project of Frick for 
some time, probably will be 
made by the baseball writers 
under the same procedure as 
for the most valuable player in 
each league. Under the present 
set-up, three writers from each 
league city vote for the most 
valuable plaver. 

“It hasn’t made sense to me 
that the pithecrs be ranked with 


other players in the voting for 
most valuable plavers,” Frick 
said. “There is no fair basis for 


comparison.” 

In vetoing the player .de- 
mands for a boost in the mini- 
'mum salary the club owners 
granted one concession. They 
appointed three-man commit- 
tees in each Jeague to review 
the present salary structures 
and to ascertain if the present 
minimum and unlimited maxi- 
mum are equitable. 

The committes appointed 
were John Galbreath of Pitts- 
burgh, Diek Meyer of St. Louis, 
and Joe Cairnes of Milwaukee 
for’ the National League and 
Tom Yawkey of Boston, Walter 
(Spike) Briggs of Detroit and 
Hank Greenberg of Cleveland 
for the American League. 

Frick said he already had 
talked w ith a number of people 
about sponsorship of the World 
Series and all-star games but 
that everything was on an in- 
formal basis. He said there 
definitely would not be any 
beer or wine comapnies per- 
mitted to be sponsors and that 
he also personally opposed cigar 
'or cirgarette sponsorship, even 


though such deals might be 
made for more money than 
any other which could be 
consummated. 


The leagues also voted to ar- 
range an agenda of four joint 
meetings each year instead of 
the customary one or two.

“It was warm, and from day- 
light until 9 a.m. I had seen 
only two ducks. About 9:30, it 
started to rain and I decided to 
drive a mile back to camp 
About half way, the road passed 
behind a blind .on a large pond 
where I had two friends shoot- 
ing 

“Just as I got behind the 
blind I heard their = guns, 
stopped the car and looked up 
There were ducks as far as you 
could see 

“The wind had _ started to 
blow: sleet and snow were fall- 
ing. and the temperature was 
dropping as rapidly as I have 
ever known it 

“All these thousands of ducks 
seemed to be absolutely con- 
fused and helpless in the high 
wind. None was flying over 30 
yards high and you could have 
killed them by the wagon load.” 

Easy to Get the Limit. 

Waugh recalls that, in the 
afternoon, Ed Schweigel of 
Alton and a friend arrived, 
seeking a place to shoot ducks. 
Since the blinds were full, 
Waugh placed them among 
stalks in a corn field. In 25 
minutes, the two men each had 
their limit, then 10 ducks a 
day. 

The pond on which Waugh 
had his blinds was ordinarily 
only knee deep, but the severe 
Armistice day storm. created 
waves that broke over the head 


of a six-foot man, Waugh sre- 
lates. 

“T had a Chesapeake Bay re- 
triever, which was also an 
American Kennel Club bench 
champion,” he says. “On that 


day, the dog retrieved 74 ducks 
from the pond and lost 15 
pounds in the process. 

“IT believe it was the hardest 
day's work I ever saw a re- 
triever do. I am sure about 
the weight loss because we 
were’ planning to ‘bench’ him 
in a couple of weeks and had 
|weighed him only the. night 
before.”’ 

The sudden appearance of

MEMBER of a family Raving announced a certain plan 
A of action may for good reasons decide to do something 

else and go ahead and do it without further announce- 
ment, consultation or warning. 

This is upsetting to 
other members of the fam- 
ily. The change of mind 
may concern an insignifi- 
cant detail. But it is the 
principle that is impor- 
tant. 

How can a family be ex- 
pected to operate efficient- 
ly unless it knows at all 
times what each its 
members is doing? How 
can meals be planned, the 
use of the car scheduled 
and the proper answers to telephone calls be given? 

How is the family to be spared the embarrassment of 

telling friends and acquaintances that one of its members 
is at such and such a place or doing such and such a thing, 
when it turns out’ that the member has gone somewhere 
else or is doing something quite foreign to what previously 
has been announced” 
Such a change disregards the right of other members 
the family to suggest alternatives. If independent 
changes of mind are quietly accepted, all family discipline 
will be destroyed. All members of the family then will 
claim the privilege of acting independently. 

A member of the family should never entertain a 
change of mind without first making an announcement as 
public as that attending the original plan. Only by so do- 
ing is it possible to escape the reproach, “But you never 
‘pld me.”

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Feb. 4. 

ACK in the late 1920s, a 
seat of. young men who 

owned a tire shop in St. Jos- 
eph, Mo., got interested in this 
thing called radio. They con- 
verted a corner of the shop into 
a studio and started broadcast- 
ing hillbilly music. 

One day, just to see if any- 
one was really listening, they 
offered fresh ash trays to the 
first hundred people to show 


up at the combination tire shop 
and studio 


The resulting traffic snar] 
which required the services of 
most of the town’s police force 
to unravel, convinced the two 
voung men, Ralph Foster and 


Art Johnson, that radio was here 
to stay and might even have a 
brighter future than the tire 
business. So shortly thereafte1 
they moved to Springfield. 
which had no radio station, es- 
tablished station KGBX, and 
Started broadcasting, among 
other things, hillbilly music. 

They couldn’t have found a 
better source of supply. Spring- 
field, then a town of some 45.- 
000, long referred to by the 
Chamber of Commerce as the 
Queen City of the Ozarks, was 
noted for several commodities 
In order of their importance, 
they probably would be butter, 
eggs and hillbilly music, 

The hills in these parts were 
alive with people of all ages 
who fiddled and strummed and 
knew a great variety of hill- 
billy songs. Not only that, but 
the depression was beginning to 
set in about then and both 
hillbilly music and musicians 
came cheap. As a result radio 
listeners got it around the clock. 


Hillbiliy music became a drug 
on the market, which just goes 
to show how times can change. 

Since then the nation has 
discovered hillbilly music — or 
eountry music, as they like to 
call it nNow—and it’s worth its 
weight in gold. Anyone who can 
strum a guitar, sing with the 
right throb on his throat, and 
maybe write songs with an 
emotional appeal can almost 
write his own ticket. Today, 


country music has become big 
business and Springfield has 
become the recognized center 
of the country music world. In 
fact, it’s generally agreed in 
televising, recording and radio 
circles, that Springfield, now a 
city of 90,000, has shaken Nash- 
ville, Tenn., home of the Grand 
Ole Opry and ‘long-time mecca 
of hillbilly musicians, to its 


very foundations. 
T music, as carried on in 

Springfield, is estimated as 
a $2,000,000-a-year business, and 
the Ozark Jubilee, a Saturday 
night television show is now 
being seen on some 90 stations 
over the country, including 
KTVI (Channel 36) in St. Louis. 
The show is drawing all the top 
talent in the country music 
field. In fact, they say now that 
all a man has to do is appear 
on Ozark Jubilee, and he’s 
made, so far as record sales 
are concerned. 

At last Saturday night's per- 
formance, the guest star was 
Sonny James, a young, up-and- 
coming singer and guitar play- 
er. Hovering anxiously in the 
wings was a representative of 
the company for whom Sonny 
makes records. “If he goes over 
big tonight,” the man said, “his 
record sales will skyrocket by 
the middle of next week.” 

More than 100 people who 
are big names in country music 
now make their homes in 
Springfield, fan mail is deliv- 
ered to the studio in bushe! 
baskets, and  Springfieldians 
are getting accustomed to see- 
ing guitar players in high-heeled 
boots driving Cadillacs. The 
center of the whole show, of 
course, is Clyde Julian “Red” 
Foley, a 45-year-old entertainer

Foster first began to see the 
possibilities of country music 
as a big thing shortly after 
World War II. The Assembly of 
God Church has its headquar- 
ters in Springfield, and they 
sponsored a half-hour program 


of homey and spiritual music 
called “Sermons in_ Song,” 


which was such a hit the sta- 
tion talked the church into let- 
ting it transcribe the program 
for broadcast on other 
tions. Soon the songs were be- 
ing used by more than 200 sta- 
tions.

houses or metropolitan theaters. 

Many hillbilly singers now- 
adays are also composers. They 
have a slight advantage over 
most song writers in that they 
can plug their own songs, and 
it seems that most of the *num- 
bers they turn out become hits 
of a sort. Naturally, with so 
many of them writing songs, 
there was need for an outlet, 
so the next and logical step 
was a music publishing firm 
which handles the compositions 
of many of the hillbilly stars, 
not a few of which have been 
best sellers. 
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OR instance, a girl named 
F sean Shepherd wrote a song 

called “A Satisfied Mind,” 
which was recorded by Porter 
Wagoner, known as “the butcher 
boy from West Plains.” Porter 
grew up at West Plains, which 
is near Springfield, worked in 
a butcher shop, learned to play 
the guitar and came to Spring- 
field to appear on the radio. 
He made a recording of “A 
Satisfied Mind” which was 
among the top 10 hits for 32 
weeks and sold more than a 
quarter of a million records. 

Two young girls from War- 
saw, Mo.. named Celia and 
Sandra Ferguson, wrote a tune 
called “Eat, Drink and Be 
Merry,” which they brought to 
Springfield. It was published 
by the Earl Barton Publishing 
Co.. and Porter Wagoner made 
a record of it which is now in 
the top 10. 

Jim Edward Brown, a tall, 
handsome youngster, and his 
two pretty sisters, Maxine and 
Bonnie, came to Springfield 
from Pine Bluff, Ark., where 
they got their first taste of the 
business, like many others, 
when they won an amateur con- 
test. They sing and play and 
make records, and they too 
write songs. One of their com- 
positions, called “Here Today 
and Gone Tomorrow” is high on 
the Hit Parade. 


Even Pete Stamper, the come- 
dian and Ozark Jubilee’s version 
of Herb Shriner, writes songs. 
He wrote “Hey Ma!” and “How 
I Tried,” which were recorded 
by Porter Wagoner, and, “How 
About Me,” which was recorded 
by Red Foley. Through the 
years he has been in the busi- 
ness, Foley’s record sales now 
exceed 25,000,000 

With so much talent. kicking 
around, the station started put- 
ting together a Saturday night 
radio show, built around Foley, 
and called it “Ozark Jubilee.” It 
was an instantaneous hit on the 
air and within two weeks the 
American Broadcasting Co. had 
picked up the show and put it 
on a national hookup. 

Then came television. The 
ABC decided to try it out on 
television, but Springfield was 


not on the national network at 
the time, which was January of 
1955. The nearest connection 
was at Columbia, Mo. Arrange- 
ments were made with KOMU- 
TV at Columbia to use their fa- 
cilities. Every Saturday morne 
ing a crew of 60 People, includ- 
ing performers and technicians, 
got on a chartered bus at 5 a.m., 
and took off for Columbia. They 
arrived around noon, rehearsed 
all afternoon, put on a show at 
night, and then drove back te 
Springfield, arriving somé time 
before dawn. They did that for 
14 weeks, and they were_ very 
happy when Springfield got a 
micro-wave hook-up with the 
network. 
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OSTER took over the Jewell 
F theater, installed TV cam- 

eras, control room, studio 
lighting and so forth, and start- 
ed telecasting the show from 
there. It cost him nearly $100,- 
000 to fix up the old theater, 
which had been dark for years, 
and some people thought he was 
crazy. But he has made the 
Jewell Theater and Springfield 
famous all over the country; 

Every Saturday, as show time 
approaches, you can see cars 
with licenses from many States. 
Inside the theater people from 
distant places proudly hold up 
banners in front of the cameras 
with the names of their home 
town on them. 


The show goes on at 6:30 
p.m., lasts until 8 o'clock, and 
is presented in a free and easy 
sort of style which is doubtless 
one of the secrets of its charm. 
“It’s just a two-camera, no- 
ulcer show” one of the crew 
explained, which pretty. well 
sums it up. No one gets exe 
cited, no one even gets nervous. 


Backstage with Don Richard- 
son, who handles, among_other 
duties, the show's publicity, “I 
asked who writes the show, and 
when. “I guess I do,” he said. 
“IT sort of put it together dur- 
ing the week.” 

At noon on Saturday every- 
one assemblies at the theater 
and they have a run-through, 
while Richardson figures. out‘ 
the time. The show, of course, 
is built around Foley, with a 
generous mixture of music and 
comedy. Sometimes the comedy 
will be supplied by Floyd “Goo- 
Goo” Rutledge and Slim Wil- 
son, a couple of genuine hill- 
billy comedians from right here 
in Greene county—they- used 
to be with the Weaver Brothers 
vaudeville show—or it may- be 
supplied by Uncle Cyp Bras- 
field, a veteran who started fh 
tent shows. 


A feature of every show 1s 
the square dancing, and the 
performance usually winds up 
on a spiritual note with Foley 
singing a religious song and 
maybe doing a recitation. 

The spiritual note is stressed 
in most Jubilee performances, 
and there is never anything off 
color. Foley and the group pride 
themselves also on the faét that 
the music they offer is not the 
floor - stomping, bottle-blowing, 
washboard type of corn which 
used to be offered as hillbilly 
music. 

As Foster explains it; Fyt's 
real country music. A sweeter 
type, stressing spirituals. and 
ballads. The kind of music that 
has the appeal of prayer, And 
it has a wide appeal for the 
simple reason that there are 
more country people in this 
country than any other kind.” 

There must be, judging from 
the response. The telegrams 
start arriving backstage before 
the show is half over, the Iet- 
ters have reached as many as 
25,000 after one performance, 
and the fan mail last year to- 
taled more than 300,000 letters. 
Every state in the union 
and four provinces of Canada 
have been represented in the 
audiences. = |

Caw was wrong. Budgets 
aren't bores, they are ter- 
rifying. It’s not se hard to 
run a car if you pay for 
the gas today, the new 
fuel pump tomorrow, the 
insurance the first week 
in March and the snow 
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~ ;

‘i tires in November. The 
sii) § joy of motoring can be 


easily ruined, however, if 
you assemble a year's au- 
tomotive dribs and drabs, 
divide by 12—and look the 
appalling figures squarely 
in the face. That holds 
true in almost’ every 
household department in 
the old battle between income and outgo. 
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For day-in, day-out solvency, nothing has been 

invented to beat a loose-leaf notebook, a goal and 

_ a sustained determination to conserve red ink. 

This, alas, is what budgets are made of ‘and most 
of us don’t like any part of them, 
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@- THERE ARE a number of basic rules—necessarily slid- 
ing. and flexible—to act as guideposts, useful alike to finan- 
cial novices and to spendthrifts who want to reform. Here’s 
a-6yYmula for solvency, distilled from many eminent au- 
thoritative sources: 


Let’s assume you own a house. Or you think you want 
to own a house. How much can you pay? Only you in 
your.own special circumstances can figure that one out, but 
the. rule of thumb on price is “positively no more than 
three times your annual take-home pay; probably not less 
than 18 months take-home pay.” 


_— 
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House buying will come later and you have decided to 
rent...How much can you afford to pay? Approximately 20 
per.eent of your take-home pay. If you find you must pay 
more, you will have to skimp in other departments,

Installment buying broke all-time records last 

a year, causing jubilation in some quarters, ulcers in 
°“°@thers. To what extent can you safely get on the 
’ flook? The experts say: Don’t charge more than 
a two weeks salary; don’t installment buy more than 
eight weeks’ income. (This rule obviously excludes 
mortgages and financed automobiles from the list 

* of installment purchases. It also obviously discour- 
ages thrift students who need home appliances.) 
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@: “MONEY MANAGEMENT” specialists frequently break 
life into many components for budget purposes. 

‘The authorities are pretty unanimous on the approx- 
imate ‘amounts one should allow for each category. For 
example, the shelter item—rent or payment on house, in- 
surance, taxes, light, heat, laundry equipment, telephone, 
water, even baby sitter—should run close to 30 per cent 
of ‘yottr take-home pay regardless of your income bracket. 
Clothing—including dry cleaning—should take bite of be- 
tween 10 and 12° per cent. Transportation—be honest now 


and.include car insurance, car depreciation, commutation 
ticket or bus fare, parking fees—should run around 8 per 
cent.” These are the most stable of the figures. 

Food, on the other hand, takes a bigger share from 


low-income families than from those making more. A fel- 
low, making $3000 a year before taxes and supporting a 
family of three, can figure his food at 30 per cent of his 
take-home pay. If he earns $5000 a year, it will be 20 per 
cent, and when it’s $10,000 a year or over, the figure drops 
down to 17 per cent and lower. This doesn’t mean your 
appetite decreases as cash increases—it's just that your 
stomach remains the same size.

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@ -“OTHER EXPENSES” are important—they include 
heaith, education, recreation, charitable contributions, read- 
ing material, allowances and such. This item runs upward 
frdm about 16 per cent in low-income families to 20 per 
cent-or more in the upper brackets, where such things as 
country club dues become a factor. 

Once you've reduced your finances to paper and per- 

centages, the next step is moving from theory to practice. 
This may be the point at which you stick the “Financial 
Journal” at the back of the second desk drawer to be re- 
covered three years hence, along with a five-year diary you 
kept.for the first five days of January 1948. 
---=-Hardier or more distressed, souls-however, have some 
more rules of thumb for guidance. How to handle hard 
monty? Well, it’s wise to keep about’a month’s take-home 
pay in the checking account. And about six months’ pay

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How to Build a Home Library 


Three Reasons for Owning Books, Says Writer: Study, Reading and Enjoyment 


First of a series. The author 
is editor of a well-known 
book publishing house, Gar- 
den City Books, a division of 
Doubleday.

HE very word “library” is 
T awesome. It brings a vision 
of a high book-lined room 
with leather chairs, a room that 
occupies the same place in the 
modern home as the butler: you 
can hardly find them any more. 
Webster’s New Collegiate Dic- 
tionary has four definitions of 
the word “library.” The second 
definition is the one that inter- 
ests us: “A collection of books, 
etc., kept for study or reading.” 


That's what we want, a collec- 
tion of books for study or read- 
ing—plus enjoyment. 

If you're of an average fam- 
ily, you undoubtedly have a few 
books around that you've ac- 
cumulated over the years. But 
unless you're an exception, the 
books were acquired with no 
particular purpose in mind. 
Consequently, the book you 
need is always missing when 
you want to check a fact or find 
out more about a subject, or 
even to spend an evening read- 
ing for entertainment. 


I propose to show how you 
can build first a small, basic 
reference library of a half 
dozen indispensable books, then 
a broader, more extensive ref- 
erence library. Then, with time 
and still with limited funds, I 
will show you how you can 
have a fine, comprehensive col- 
lection that friends will admire 
and that will reflect your own 
reading tastes and interests. 


We'll talk about children’s 
books, too, and consider how 
we can get the best values, 
books your children will love 
and find useful, books that will 
be used and re-used, read and 
re-read and eventually saved for 
another generation. 


Finally, when we've achieved 
our goal and have our shelves 
lined with good books, we'll 
discuss how to keep our little 
library alive and growing. This 
is the time to enjoy our books, 
to keep informed on what is 
being published and to add to 
our collection whatever pleases 
us. 

I do not intend to recom- 
mend any of the many fine 
multi-volumed encyclopedias. 
The purpose right now is to 
spend as little as possible and 
at the same time get good books 
of permanent value. So at the 
start we're budgeting. High-

I'll settle for half a dozen. 
The Bible, of course, takes first 


place. Second, a good dictionary. 


(It's important to keep this in 
a miost accessible spot so you'll 
use it constantly; have it at 
elbow when reading.) 


A “fact book” belongs in this 
half dozen—a book crammed 
with names and dates, facts and 
figures, charts and tables and 
general information. Fifth, a 
medical handbook for emergen- 
cies. And sixth, you should have 
a good general cookbook, even 
if you're satisfied with steaks, 
chops and hamburgers. 

There's room for argument 
here, of course. No two people 
would pick. the same six basic 
books. 

If you think a history should 
have been included, or a quo- 
tation book, or a_ thesaurus, 
we'll come to these when we 
start expanding our collection. 

In the list with this article 
I've given several choices in 
most instances. A lot depends 
on your personal taste, so if a 
bookseller is handy, by all 
means ask to see the books 
mentioned here. If that isn’t 
possible, you can’t go wrong on 
any of those listed. If there is 
no bookseller within a reason- 
able distance, you can do all 
your business with the publish- 
ers by mail. Where there are 
multiple choices I have tried to 
include books of different 
prices. 

The First Aid Textbook is in 
the basic six because I feel it’s 
essential in every home. 

When we come to Bibles, the 
field is too great to narrow 
down to one or two volumes.

“Poetry,” says Louis Unter- 
meyer, “is the highest level of 
communication and the 
poet is compelled by his very 
nature to share the glory of the 
world with all—a man speak- 
ing to men.” 


An anthology of poetry is a 
book that will never grow old, 
the kind of book you will pull 
down from the shelf and sam- 
ple at odd times. There are 
hundreds of such anthologies, of 
all sizes, at all prices, and for 
all tastes—egghead or lowbrow. 


Let’s start with either the 
“Treasury,” a superior and just- 
ly famous compilation by one 
of our finest modern poets, or 
the lower priced, more popular 
“Best Loved Poems.” Inter- 
woven with the poems in the 
Untermeyer volume are delight- 
ful stories of the lives and times 
of the poets and comments on 
their works. 


Another standard, probably, 
the best known of all and still a 


gem, is Palgrave’s “Golden 
Treasury,” originally published 
in 1861. At least six publishers

Sincerity Is 
Essential in 
Education

INCERITY is the essential 
% element in any human ac- 

tion, and education is no 
exception, There are a few 
new ways of teaching being in- 
troduced that lack that essen- 
tial quality and should be quiet- 
ly dropped. This because they 
are likely to give the children 
a wrong impression of their 
ability and therefore of their 
place in the adult world. 


Why, for example, have a 
second-year grade in elementary 
school to read a story and then 
write a “Book Report,” a cri- 
tique as it were? The children 
assume an attitude of wisdom 
and authority when they are 
given a task with their high- 
sounding name. It is known as 
“the buildup,” » ‘strengthening 
of the personality, of dignity.” 
It is sham and unworthy of 
sound educational principles. 
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AN IMPORTANT civic group 
sitting in deliberation of ju- 
venile delinquency invites two 
high-school students, 15 years 
of age, to sit in with them and 
give their ideas on the subject. 
That is a sort of nonsense that 
we should not approve. What 
those children say will not mod- 
ify what those’ responsible 
adults ‘think and do to the ex- 
tent of a single comma.

T ODAY marks the beginning of the second quarter-century 


colorful personality, a Baptist preacher by the name of the 
Rev. C. Oscar Johnson, a Tennessee farm lad who sold his horse 
to go to college and subsequently rose to the top international 


office of his denomination. 

St. Louisans will be congratu- 
lating him on his 25 years of 
service here after his sermon 
this morning. With character- 


istic enthusiasm he has titled 
his sermon for tonight “Fill ’Er 
Up—Hill Ahead!” and nobody 
knowing Dr. Johnson will have 
the slightest doubt but what 
any hill in his path will be 
surmounted, all right. 


Sometimes, in fact, his life 
has looked like an obstacle 
course; he’s been broke, jobless, 
and, in those younger days, in 
many a precarious position, ma- 
terially speaking. Once he was 
offered a church with a mem- 
bership of 12; it cost him $2 to 
get there and the collection 
plate brought $1.53. He dou- 
bled the membership to 24, and 
those members loved him but 
even the most enthusiastic 
could hardly have predicted his 
amazing career to come. 


In addition to a list of serv- 
ices performed and honors re- 
ceived which stretches from 
here to here, nationally and 
internationally, Dr. Johnson oc- 
cupies a place in St. Louis life 
which is unique. 

He came here in 1931 as 
pastor of the Third Baptist 
Church, Washington and Grand, 
a decidedly non-pastoral locale 
in the heart of the theater dis- 
trict. 

He has built the membership 
of that church to some 5400, 
making it the largest Protestant 
church, of any denomination, in 
St. Louis and in the entire 
state of Missouri—there has 
been addition after addition to 
the building until the physical 
property reached a present 
worth of some two and a half 
million and, more importantly 
to the pastor, he’s. baptized 
about 4000 folks there while 
bringing in more than 11,000 
members over the years. 


* * * 


IS St. Louis church looks a 
H different from the little 

Tennessee frame church 
where he preached his first ser- 
mon, but one gets the impres- 
sion that Dr. Johnson hasn't 
changed a great deal basically 
from the country boy who 
prayed for salvation as hard as 
he could, then climbed aboard 
a mule to announce joyfully to 
the neighbors that salvation had 
come. 


“I’m a saved sinner, a Baptist 
by conviction and a _ Baptist 
preacher by the call of God,” he 
told us the other day, in his 
office. We asked him what had 
brought him the most joy, of 
his achievements, and he said, 
“‘My greatest glory is to be the 
pastor of a local _ Baptist 
church.” 

There has been one change, 
if not basic at least a modifica- 
tion of a basic, and Dr. Johnson 
explained it with the deadpan 
humor of a good story-telling 
man; he said, “When I was a 
boy I knew nobody was going 
to get to heaven except the 
Baptists, and that the Southern 
Baptists had the inside track. 
I've managed to modify that 
outlook.” 


He’s moved away from what 
he calls the “sob and scare 
stuff” and said in his preaching 
he stresses the love of God. 

Also in his preaching, from 
time time, he’s utilized tactics 
from the business world, manu- 
facturing field, the advertising 
industry, sports; any field from 
which he can borrow to make 
a sermon effective he does so. 

Members of his congregation 
have been known to feel that 
perhaps his approach occasion- 


ally was a trifle too unorthodox. 
Back when the Cardinals were 
pennant winners—ah, dear dead 
days near beyond recall—he 
based a series of sermons on 
baseball as a tie-in. (Typical 
title: “‘Don’t Die on Third.’’) 

One member wrote in to say 
she was staying away from 
church until such unorthodox 
goings-on were over; Dr. John- 
son, with the highest good 
humor, read her letter to the 
congregation; used it to help 
make his point, received her 
back with open arms and un- 
derstanding of her views even 
though he didn’t agree.

R. JOHNSON began pack- 
Dine his church to overflow- 

ing,.soon after he came here 
from Tacoma, Wash., in 1931— 
a standing joke among theater 
men was that they were muchly 
pro-Johnson because, after the 
church filled up on Sunday, 
they got his overflow crowds. 
Not only did it make a good 
joke; it just happened to be 
the truth. 


A dinner at the church in 
honor of Dr. Johnson will be 
held Wednesday in celebration 
of his twenty-fifth anniversary; 
many civic and religious leaders 
will attend, and members of 
his church will gather. The way 
members of his congregation 
have always felt about him 
seems summed up best in a let- 
ter from a Tacoma church mem- 
ber written to St. Louis when 
Dr. Johnson was preparing to 
leave Tacoma. 


“This is a great shock to 
every citizen in Tacoma,” the 
writer said, then, apparently 
feeling his point was inade- 
quately made, carried on: “He 
is not only loved by every mem- 
ber of his church, and by every 
citizen of Tacoma, but by every- 
one in the Pacific Northwest 
and in fact on the entire Pa- 
cific Coast.” 


That’s the way his members 
here feel, although factually 
they might exclude from Dr. 
Johnson’s admirers the hopeful 
backers of a burlesque show 
once scheduled to open not far 
from his church. The pastor 
protested mightily to city offi- 
cials, to no avail. Then he 
called up the city jail. 


“Got a nice comfortable cell 
down there?” he inquired. “This 
is Dr. Johnson at the Third 
Baptist Church.” 


“Uh, I guess so, Doctor,” said 
the startled jailer. “Why?” 


“I might have to do a little 
Carrie Nationing,” he replied 
genially. “If they open this 
burlesque here I’m personally 
going to take a hatchet to the 
box office, and I just wanted 
to make sure you had a vacancy 
for me.” 


No burlesque. Also, no liquor 
store—once when one opened 
near the church, Dr. Johnson 
leveled his verbal artillery at 
it and it folded. When he was 
a.member of the St. Louis Board 
of Education—for six years, part 
of that time as president—the 
beer served at board meetings 
went by the boards, at his pro- 
test. 


A phrasemaker of the old 
Southern school, Dr. Johnson 
decried proposed racing legal- 
ization as the ““Hare-Hess-Horse- 
Hound” hill. No racing.

A son is back on a busy sched- 
ule. He delivers hundreds 
of talks and sermons a year all 
over the country and just re- 
turned from Kansas City and 
Philadelphia when we talked to 
him. (He speaks of distant cities 
as “I’ve got to go over here to 
Washington,” waving his hand 
casually as if he was saying he 
had to wander down to the 
south forty for a few minutes.) 
He is 69 years old, has never 
lost the country-boy air, has, 
in fact, purposefully’ stuck to 
it. Nobody who has ever lived 
in a small southern town could 
help but be reminded of home 
when Dr. Johnson ties into sin. 
But for a country boy he’s sure 
known in a slot of countries, 
and in his own country his 
southern background has pro- 
duced effective results. 

Dr. Johnson, here in St. 
Louis, is actually the person- 
ification of a crossroads meet- 
ing place of the Northern and 
Southern Baptist Conventions— 
has, in fact, been not ohly vice 
president of the Southern Bap- 
tist Convention but also presi- 
dent of the Northern Baptist 
Convention. 

So, the Third Baptist Church 
belongs to both. (And Dr. John- 
son speaks all dialects.) 

In 1947 he was elected presi- 
dent of the Baptist. World 
Alliance, for three years. 

Charles Oscar Johnson was 
born in Anderson county, Tenn., 
near what is now Norris dam, 
the son of John Calvin and 
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“I'M A SAVED SINNER, A BAP- 

TIST BY CONVICTION AND A 

BAPTIST PREACHER, BY THE 
CALL OF 608.” 


Margaret Johnson. His father 
was a dirt farmer and some- 
time blacksmith. There had 
been no ministers in the family. 
Young Johnson wanted to be a 
civil engineer, choosing that 
life’s "work because he liked 
looking through that tripod 
telescope that time the surveyor 
came around. 


At one point, he also had 
ambitions for the stage. But 
it was his strong, fundamentalist 
religious background that took. 
He gave his first testimony for 
Christ in the little Island Home 
Baptist Church, and was bap- 
tized in the Clinch River. He 


, He WENT to Tacoma 


studied at Carson-Newman Col- 
lege in East Tennessee. 

Part of his expenses came 
from the heart-breaking sale 
of Fox, his chestnut sorrel sad- 
dle horse, for which he got $150 
—he taught school (for $35 a 
month) in the summertime and 
managed to meet expenses. He 
got his A.B. degree in 1910, 
married Rose Lee Long of Mor- 
ristown, Tenn., that year and 
his first pastorate was in New- 
port Beach, Calif. (The 12- 
member one.) 

“‘Looked like my Dad's smoke- 
house,” he recalled. 

Then he was called to the 
pastorate of the South Park 
Church in Los Angeles; built 
the membership from 89 to 
about 600: then went back east 
to enter the Southern Baptist 
Theological Seminary at Louis- 
ville, Ky., from which he was 
graduated in 1920. (He had to 
drop out for a period when 
funds ran low.)

graduation. The Johnsons, 

who live at the Gatesworth 
Hotel, have three children, the 
Rev. Dr. R. M. Johnson, Gen- 
eral Director of the Council of 
Missionary co-operation for the 
American Baptist Convention; 
Dr. Frank Johnson, physician 
with a hospital at Doniphan, 
Mo., and Miss Ruth Elaine 
Johnson, who is employed by 
the St. Louis School Board in 
the health department. 

Those are the bare facts, the 
simple chronology, and as such 
explain very little about why 
this particular preacher rose 
to head the World Baptists, was 
chosen to head the nation-wide 
fund-raising drive for rehabili- 
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tation in Europe by Baptists 
after World War II (raising 
more than $16,000,000) and built 
the largest Missouri Protestant 
church. 

An immense drive is part of 
the answer, and he’s still driv- 
ing; he will leave next May for 
a three-month speaking tour of 
Australia.

. E'S been all over the world, 
H doing Baptist work. All of 

which is considerably dif- 
ferent from the days when, as 
a young and penniless preacher, 
his immediate goal was the 
burning ambition to get a cer- 
tain job—cleaning the streets 
of Los Angeles. He got to the 
application window and it was 


slammed in his face. AJJ jobs 
filled. 
Some preachers we have 


known seem to rank humor as 
an error comparable roughly to 
the use of heroin or the boiling 
of missionaries. Happily, ~Dr. 
Johnson uses humor as a-main- 
stay and a weapon—an effec- 
tive lever, and, furthermore, his 
humor is funny. Sorry, we-te- 
fuse to try to write any of. it 
down 

There is no way to write 
down an anecdote by a south- 
ern story-teller — the delivery 
does not take to print.” His 
humor ranges from the broad 
to the subtle, his sermons draw 
to this extent: He was in 
Tacoma ten years, arrived at a 
church with 350 members and 
left it with 2350 members. (Plus 
building a $350,000 church.) 


Dr. Johnson, son of an old- 
fashioned Baptist deacon, and 
who grew up in the atm here 
of the mourner’s benchgstn a 
little frame church, has a #whop- 
ping big operation in the-fhird 
Baptist Church. 

The huge building houses. 123 
rooms, including nurseries, class 
rooms, library, music room, 
prayer sanctuaries, a chapel, 
lounge, dining room—even''a 
gymnasium. Television is used, 
on closed circuit: When Dr. 
Johnson preaches, upstairs, 
there is a television receiver 
with a large screen downStairs 
where there is seating space.for 
several hundred additional 
church-goers. 

It’s all very modern.

HE inscription on the 
si church edifice 1s from~ a 
hymn, an inscription well in 
keeping with the corner at

Dr. Johnson makes his head- 
quarters in a spacious office, 
with many pictures of his chil- 
dren and grandchildren there- 
in. The picture of his home 
country church is tacked on the 
wall. There is a framed Norgan 
Rockwell print, flags and a wall 
motto taken from the works of 
the late Grantland Rice, the 
one that ends on the thought 
it matters not if you won or 
lost but how you played,.the 
game. 

“That was written by a news- 
paper man,” we said. 

“It’s pretty good, 
he said. 

Dr. Johnson says he doesn’t 
particularly like to be laheled, 
although one that has stutk is 
“The Sage of Grand Avenue.” 

Looking back over the years, 
he spoke of the modification he 
had made in his outlook. Once 
he said, he simply acce ted 
race prejudice and never ques- 
tioned; now he is pro-integra- 
tion.

He has looked at funda- 
mentalism and liberalisrm,’ ‘he

AI- 
most inevitably, he says, the 
true collector becomes a “mis- 
sionary whose reward lies in 
awakening, wherever he can, a 
new awareness of art's power 
to move the human spirit.”

IN THE ACHIEVEMENT of 
this crowning development of a 
collector’s growth, Baur, a mu- 
seum man himself, stresses the 
need for professional advice. In 
this sense the professional cate- 
gory excludes most interior dec- 
orators, but it includes reliable 
art dealers and “‘museum direc- 
tors and curators, who are more 
anxious to help than the public 
realizes.” 

Baur makes no bones about 
professionals’ motives: “Their 

| willingness is not entirely quix- 
Otic, because the healthy growth 
of a museum depends very 

|largely on an informed group 
of local collectors who can sup- 
port their museum both morally 
and with loans and gifts.” 

To speed the growth of an in- 
formed body of collectors, Baur 
outlines, with specific figures, 
the range of prices that may be 
reasonably asked by established 
American artists today ‘and by 
their juniors. He sketches rec- 
ommended reading for collec- 
tors in books, magazines and 
newspapers and tersely dis- 
cusses today’s various themes, 
mediums and styles—always the 
subject of repeated inquiry at 
City Art Museum during the

| edges, but he makes a burning 
defense of abstraction, which 
|““‘permits varying interpretations 
and rewards the spectator with

adequately expressed in words.”’ 

Between these extremes he 
discusses productions of the ex- 
pressioni$ts, surrealists, auto- 
matists, primitives and sophisti- 
cated amateurs, ‘of whom there 
are thousands today.” This 
multiplicity of styles, he points 
out, is part of America’s way of 
life and is less surprising than 
would be “a uniform, easily un- 
derstood, state-approved art.” 

The important question of 
quality, he emphasizes, super- 
sedes any consideration of style. 

An artist’s professional stand- 
ing and sales are largely based 
on his representation in muse- 
ums, one of the surest criteria 
of quality, Baur says. Further 
guidance to the growing public 
that collects art is provided in 
museum exhibitions, with their 
cash awards and other fanfare, 
he says. The coming Missouri 
show offers prizes. totaling 
$2085, a post-World War Il 
high. 

Museums can rarely give a 
collector the kind of service a 
dealer provides, Baur notes. He 
cites other advantages—an over- 
all level of quality that is often 
higher and a wider choice made 
possible by “more varied work 
assembled in a single place, thus 
giving the collector a _ better 
chance to make comparative 
judgments,” and thus further to 
educate the eye.

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It is a good thing now and then to set aside a certain time for 
the old-fashioned virtue of counting our blessings. So accustomed 
have we become to the modern miracles which are an accepted part 
of our daily lives that we sometimes forget what wonders we do have 
at our fingertips. 


With this thought in mind, the electrical industry has designated 
the week of February 5 through February 11 as National Electrical 
Week. During this period attention will be focused on the contribu- 
tions of electricity to our American way of life, and upon new features 
in the major electrical appliances which constitute the “domestic help” 
in the majority of households. 


The American homemaker of today is virtually assured of getting 
just what she wants in the way of household equipment, since manu- 
facturers are constantly striving to anticipate her every whim. In fact, 
one sometimes wonders if she realizes what a vast empire of techno- 
logical and engineering skill she commands by means of the pref- 
erences she expresses so articulately through surveys and consumer 
demand. 


She has, for instance, made it quite clear that in addition to depend- 
able performance (which she takes for granted) she demands two 
things in her major electrical appliances—convenience and color. A 
check of the new lines proves that manufacturers have done a superb 
job of supplying them. 


Color is everywhere—a trend which psychologists assure us is a 
healthful one. It is, happily, subtle rather than glaring. In addition 
to solid colored exteriors, in several lines color is introduced by means 
af decorator panels that snap into position at will; in others, with 
fluorescent bulbs which bathe a white appliance in any pastel shade 
that suits a woman’s fancy. Accessories, floor and wall coverings have 
been co-ordinated with appliance colors; even electric fans may now 
be chosen to match the decor of a room. 


There is an increasing acceptance of built-ins which utilize space 
efficiently. Compact units with appliances built under one continuous 
counter top minimize installation costs and give “custom” appearance 
at lower cost. 


New this season are sectional appliances of built-in design which 
are mounted on base cabinets. Thev need not be built into walls or

custom surfaces, thus providing flexibility of arrangement and making 
it possible to move the equipment from one home to another when 
desired. 


Space, a real problem in many homes, has been conserved in 
ingenious ways. One combination washer-dryer is available in @ 
27-inch cabinet. Another line offers separate appliances—a completely 
automatic washer and a twin dryer, each 25 inches—so designed that 
they may be installed with the dryer above the washer. 


There is news, too, in the home laundry field. Washers have special 
features for the proper handling of synthetic fabrics; dryers auto- 
matically adjust drying time and temperature to the type of fabric, 
size of load and water content. Water heaters have been improved to 
meet the heavy demands placed upon them by automatic washers. An 
increased interest in ironers indicates that women realize they are an 
essential part of the picture if the family laundry is to be handled 
automatically. 


In line with the trend toward space saving is a five-cubic-foot food 
freezer which takes no more room than a base cabinet and can be 
installed under the counter if desired. 


| A dishwasher that may be rolled to the table for loading, to the 
sink for washing and to the cabinets for unloading provides one 
answer to homemakers’ insistence upon convenience. 


News in the dishwashing field is a device featured in one line 
which is said to insure spotless drying through the use of a special 
solution that “makes water wetter” by breaking the surface tension 
of water, thus allowing the rinse water to sheet off the dishes with- 
out forming drops. 


There is a wide margin for personal preference in refrigerator 
design with a choice of two doors, single full-length doors, and 
cabinets with food freezers at top or bottom. 


Versatile indeed is one built-in two-door refrigerator-freezer com- 


bination that can be installed horizontally as a cabinet type of in- 
stallation, or vertically with the refrigeration compartment at top 


and the freezer beneath it. 


Noteworthy are the especially designed trays in one refrigerator 
which cause cubes to drop automatically into a storage bin. 


It is reassuring to note that two major manufacturers have given 
sober thought to the 18 children who suffocated during 1955 when 
accidentally trapped in refrigerators. One line has no mechanical 
latch, so that a child who has crawled inside may free himself simply 
by pushing the door from the inside. The other has a luminous door 
release which glows in the dark, so that the youngster need onl 
touch the gleaming button to get out. 


Air conditioners follow the trend toward accenting color and 
saving space. They are less obtrusive, some projecting only a few 
inches on one side, flush on the other. One new unit may be placed 
in the upper as well as the lower frames of double-hung windows, in 
casement windows, or installed in the wall as a built-in. A portable 
air conditioner is now available. 


Two dramatic new entries in the range field are the “elevator 
oven” and the electronic oven. 


The elevator oven may be elevated electrically to the exact height 
the cook finds most convenient for putting in or removing food, 
then at the touch of a button lowered so that the top may be used 
as a work surface while the food is cooking. 


Electronic ovens are in limited production and priced out of 
range of the average homemaker. However, Mrs. America probably 
will have her choice of several before the end of 1956. Operated by 
radio waves, they cook at fantastic speedt—20 minutes for a four- 
pound roast, for example. 


An interesting sidelight is the fact that with electronic cooking 
only the food gets hot—not the container in which it is cooked—< 
so that pans may be removed from the oven with the bare hands. 


Convenience and color—surely they are both present in full meas- 
ure in the new electrical appliances which help make American women 
such excellent homemakers, and American kitchens as fashionable 
as thev are functional, « i

Basic Procedure to Assure 
Best Results; Some 
Special Uses.

Our 
electric household appliances 
are available and competent re- 
placements. They help us every 
day—to clean and cook and 
wash dishes and clothes. 

The first electric washer was 
a great improvement over the 
scrub-board. Today's fully- 
automatic model is an even 
greater improvement over the 
original hand-powered 
ing machine.” After the wash-

along to eliminate the drudgery 
of hand-ironing.

the most tedious and tiring 
chore of all—the lugging, lift- 
ing, stretching and stooping of 
“hanging out to dry.” 

The electric dryer with which 
I am most familiar has an amaz- 
ing amount of time- and work- 
saving features, Time and tem- 
perature are selective. To 
eliminate guesswork, three dry- 
ing temperatures are accom- 


/ panied by a fabric guide. A 


special delicate fabrics control 
provides automatically the 
proper drying temperature for 
synthetics, baby clothes and 
other fragile items. To enable 
a housewife to tell at a glance 
how drying is progressing, a 
moving guide light follows the 
timer dial on its journey. When 
operation is completed, a tone 
signal sounds and the machine 
shuts off. 

This dryer has a_ special 
safety of particular interest to 
housewives with small, and 
curious children. When _ the 
dryer door is opened an interior 
light turns on and operation 
stops automatically. If the dial 
is in operating position, drying 
resumes when door is closed. 


Tips for Best Results. 
A completely automatic dryer 


_does require one thing from the 


user—judgment. For a new 
user, this may not be as simple 


results from your dryer: 

1. Sort materials of similar 
texture and drying time for 
your dryer while sorting for 
your washer. 

2. Put quick-drying rayons 
and lightweight cottons in first 
load to get an early start on 
ironing. 

3. Put clothes in dryer (us- 
ually 18 to 20 pounds wet 
weight per load), select tem- 
perature (hot for rugs and wool- 
ens, medium for whites and cot- 
tons, warm for silks and nylons), 
select drying time. 

4. Bath towels, rugs and other 
heavy articles take longer to 
dry, they should make up last 
load. 

5. To save time, put handker- 
chiefs, gloves and other small 
articles into a mesh bag (make 
one from two dishcloths). One 
arm motion picks up all the 
small pieces at one time. 

6. To avoid sprinkling, re- 
move clothes from dryer iron- 
ing-dry. 

7. Remove towels and linens 
such as sheets while slightly 
damp. Smooth, fold and stack 
—their own weight will press 
them. 

8. A dryer load should con- 
sist of only starched garments 
to avoid transfer af starch to 
articles not requiring the fin- 


fast and easy ironing stint. 
Special Uses. 

A clothes dryer has many 
more “special” uses than most 
women realize. For example, a 
few minutes in the dryer can 
accomplish wonders in the fol- 
lowing ways: 

1. Between launderings, quilts, 
mattress pads and quilted robes 
can be vitalized by setting a 
low temperature and tumbling 
articles to fluff the padding. 


2. In autumn, when woolen - 


garments and blankets come 
from storage with an annoying 
moth crystal odor, tumbling in 
the dryer, under the influence 
of the ultra-violet lamp, will 
dispense with it. 

3. Pillows may be fluffed and 
aired by tumbling in the dryer. 
The ultra-violet lamp provides 
a fresh, sunny odor 

4. Remove slip covers from 
an automatic clothes § dryer 
while still slightly damp. Pleats 
and flounces should be ironed 
and covers put back or furni- 
ture where they will finish dry- 
ing smooth and tight to fit.

ADEQUATE WIRING 
NOW A ‘MUST’ 
IN MODERN HOME 


New electrical appliances are 
finding great favor with the 
modern homemaker. She knows 
the time and work-saving bene- 
fits that come along with the 
addition of each new one. 


But for the most part, she is 
unaware that there is a limit to 
the number of appliances that 
can be “plugged in” to existing 
outlets or hooked up to the wir- 
ing system in the home. 


When the load becomes too 
great on the house wiring, lights 
frequently flicker or fuses blow, 
causing considerable annoyance 
and inconvenience. 


Often, when to@ many appli- 
ances are being used at the 
same time, it may take longer 
for them to heat, which means 
that meals can be delayed. It 
is even possible that laundry 
may not be as clean as desired 
or take longer to do if the ap- 
pliances are not receiving the 
recuired amount of electric cur- 
rent 

Appliances Not at Fault. 

Too often the plame is placed 
on the appliance, while the real 
trouble is inadequate house wir- 
ing. Poor wiring usually dates 
back to the time the house was 
built, when fewer electrical serv- 
ants were available. This is es- 
Pecially true in homes where 
wiring was installed over 10 
years ago. 

Not only do appliances fail to 
operate at their greatest effi- 
ciency when house wiring is not

is noticeable in other ways 
throughout the house. 

For instance, you may not 
have enough outlets in the prop- 
er locations to permit the use 


of lamps, clocks and appliances | 


without having tangles of exten- 
sion cords along baseboards or 
unsightly “octopus” plugs in the 
outlets. 

Light Switches Important. 

Then, too, many homes have 
insufficient or improperly placed 
wall switches—a situation that 
can be easily corrected to ban- 


ish groping inthe dark. If there | 


are two entrances to a room, a 
switch should be near each 
door. 

Safety is increased when a 


switch can be found both above

EXPERT GIVES TIPS 
 BRLER COOKIN

There is little doubt that 

broiled foods rate high in fam- 
ily meals, so it is a smart home- 
maker who takes the time and 
trouble to make sure that she 
uses the broiler of her electric 
range to best advantage 

News this season is the fact 
that for the first time in his- 
tory, objectionable fumes 
caused by broiling and other 
types of oven cooking are com- 
pletely eliminatedthanks to a 
new filter in top-model electric 
ranges. The key to the system 
'is a special compact catalytic 
_device concealed in the oven 
vent, which operates automati- 
cally when the oven is turned 
on. Smoke and fumes are elim- 
inated before the oven air is 
discharged into the_ kitchen, 
making it possible for the home- 
maker to bake, roast or broil 
without annoying smoke or 
fumes. She can even broil a 
steak with the oven door closed 
tight. 

This revolutionary miracle 
filter is completely automatic. 
There are no switches to turn 
or set—no moving parts. When- 
ever the oven is in use the 


filter automatically goes _ to 
work to banish smoke and 
fumes. 


In broiling, cooking is done 
by direct, radiant heat. This is 
a dry heat method of cooking 
and suitable for the tender cuts 


| of meat such as ground meat, 
fish, chops, steaks, cured ham, 


or young broiler chickens. 

For best broiling results, 
steaks should be cut from one 
to two inches thick, lamb and 
mutton chops three-fourths to 
two inches thick. A ham slice 
is best if it is not less than one- 
half inch thick. Bacon is usual- 
ly cut very thin. And remem- 
ber too, that broiler toast is-de- 
licious—use your broiler to bake 


meringues on pie, for open-| 


toasted sandwiches, or for any 
quick-browning process. 
STEAKS 

A good broiled steak should 
be evenly browned on the outside; 
the fat should be a light golden 
brown and the lean a brownish 
red, all very even in color. The 
outside should be “‘puffy” in ap- 
pearance, never shrunken. The 
inside should be evenly cooked, 
with no underdone center, but 
a uniform, even color through- 
out, the brightness of the color 
depending upon the degree of 
doneness desired. 
Rare 

Heated just enough to change 
the color of the steak interior 
to a rose red so that the outer 
brown surface and the gray 
layer at the edge shall be just 
as thin as possible. The juice 
will be bright red. 
Medium 

The color of the steak in- 
terior has changed from rose 
red to light pink and the gray 
layer has extended a little far- 
ther toward the center. There

Although 
we can be grateful for this fine 
moisture, it has come a bit, late. 


It was even more unfortunate 
that this winter drouth had to 
follow three summer drouths 
and three years of deficient 
rainfall. Trees and shrubs, al- 
ready weakened by starvation, 
were very susceptible to winter 
injuries. It is still too early to 


First, of course, is the fact that 
cheap planting is the most cost- 
ly in the long run. We'll have 
to admit the truth of the old 
saying that it’s best to “put a 
50-cent plant in a five-dollar 
hole.”

In '56 Seems Improved To Present

WASHINGTON, D.C. (UP)— 
The general outlook for home 
building this year has improved. 

This has followed Govern- 
ment action to ease up on home 
mortgage credit. 

Officials of the home build- 
ing industry expect at least one 
further credit-easing move 
probably in late March. That 
will be restoration by the Vet- 
erans Administration of the no- 
down-payment guaranteed 
mortgage and a return to five 
per cent down by the Federal 
Housing Administration. 


Both agencies last month, 
after watching new housing 
starts go down steadily since 


July when they boosted down 
payment requirements by two 
points and shortened repayment 
periods to 25 years, restored 
their 30-year mortgages. 


proximately 1,200,000 units they 
expect to go up this year, will 
keep builders busy. 

Complete figures are not yet 
available, but officials, in and 
out of Government, believe the 
savings picture improved some- 
what late in 1955. 

The United States Savings & 
Loan League reports that its 
4200 members found net addi- 
tions to savings went up about 
$800,000,000 during the fourth 
quarter, compared with a $720,- 
000,000 rise in the same three 
months of.1954. 

Cole Revises Count. 

Savings and loan institutions 
do about 38 per cent of the 
home mortgage lending. The 
League reports its members ex- 
pect to have about $11 billion 
available for home mortgages 
this year, about the same as 
1955's record.

The Nazis 
Gun 


by GEN. MARK W. CLARK 


PRESIDENT OF THE CITADEL 


CHARLESTON, S. C. 
On my 49th birthday, May 1, 1945, and the historic 
days which followed it, the tumult of Allied armies 
in Italy attained the high note of victory, with Hitler's 
beaten men ready to give up. As the head of the 15th 
Army Group, it became my pleasant duty to accept 
their unconditional surrender. I'll never forget the 
German officer who brought it. 

The ceremony took place on May 4 in the two-room 
portable shack that was my headquarters in Florence. 
Around me were my principal commanders and their 
chiefs of staff and perhaps a score of newspaper cor- 
respondents, photographers and movie cameramen. 

Col. Gen. Heinrich von Vietinghoff, who had suc- 
ceeded Kesselring in Italy, was pinned into a high pass 
near Bolzano by jubilant partisans and couldn't attend 
in person. Instead, he sent Gen. von Senger und 
Etterlin, commander of the XIV Panzer Corps, who 
was himself harrassed repeatedly on the journey to 
Florence. Von Senger was nervous on that account 
and embarrassed on another. He had headed the tri- 
umphant Germans in their parleys with the French 
earlier in the war and now the tables were turned. 

All of us on our side were a little vague on the fine

but we did know we were supposed to be unarmed. 


“Get him back here,” I told an aide. When von

We piled our pistol belts in a corner. 

Von Senger entered my office very stiff and erect. 
He saluted and said he was reporting to implement 
unconditional surrender, which I accepted.

Senger again saluted stiffly, turned on his heel and left. 

It was then that I noticed something oddly wrong 
— he had come to surrender with a small pistol in a 
holster strapped to his belt at the back. 

A reporter said, “You let that guy surrender armed!”

Is this the time 


to change your job’?

WASHINGTON, D.C. 
ODAY'S BIG NEWS concerns jobs. If you're look- 
ing for one, if you've got one but want to 
change, your prospects are better than they've 
ever been except during the World War II boom. 

The nation’s biggest employer — the U.S. Govern- 
ment — has the biggest single variety of jobs. Many of 
them may be new to you; many offer unusual oppor- 
tunities for adventure, excitement, even romance. 
Meanwhile, private industry offers a broad range of 
openings. Of 149 manufacturing centers regularly sur- 
veyed by the Labor Department, jobs currently should 
be easy to find in 40, only slightly less so in 83; just 
26 cities (mostly in New England and Pennsylvania) 
report mild to serious unemployment. 

So far as the Government is concerned, more than 
2.3 million men and women — a monthly payroll of 
$900,000,000 — now are doing Uncle Sam’s work. 
And, despite economy talk, the list keeps growing. 
Some of these jobs are humdrum, of course. But many 
represent the start of fascinating- careers. 

For sheer glamor, a foreign assignment is hard to 
beat. Imagine yourself carrying diplomatic secrets on 
the midnight express to Madrid, by jeep through for- 
bidding Khyber Pass, on a fast plane to Damascus, by 
auto caravan through Africa. These are routine mis- 
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sions for Uncle Sam’s quiet world travelers — the dip- 
lomatic couriers. You may be eligible to join the 
courier service if you’re under 35, a high-school grad- 
uate, without a police record. The pay averages $2,875 
a year — but with travel and living expenses covered, 
you should be able to bank most of it. 

If you can pound a typewriter or wield a shorthand 
pencil, you are in demand wherever Uncle Sam does 
paper work. The other day a defense agency had a call 
for 300 clerk-stenographers to be rushed to Germany, 
France and Japan. Single girls 21 to 45. are preferred 
for these jobs. Pay ranges from $3,000 to $3,415. 
“Chances also for romance,” one official cautiously 
admits. 


All Kinds of Openings 


If you are a wigmaker, tailor or barber, you may 
find an overseas job waiting for you. There are for- 
eign Openings, too, for librarians, pharmacists, welfare 
and social workers, teachers, photographers, radio 
operators, weather observers, escort interpreters, trans- 
lators (especially Russian, German and Chinese), 
medical and psychiatric case workers, nurses, recrea- 
tion supervisors, market-research analysts, transporta- 
tion and agriculture economists, engineers of all kinds.

Those crossing an ocean at Government expense 
must agree to stay two years, as a rule. Housing usu 
ally ts free, food costs lower than at home. But dont 
go looking for an overseas job just for the joyride 
Uncle Sam will expect hard work in return for the 
laxpayers investment in you.

If you have a Sherlock Holmes bent, maybe you 
can fill a pair of Government gumshoes. Uncle Sam 
doesn't have enough sleuths to keep up with all the 
investigating required these days. The need ranges 
from daring young men to hunt criminals for the en- 
forcement agencies to experienced old men to inspect 
Agriculture Department storage bins. 

Typical example: The Labor Department will start 
hiring 600 field investigators July 1 to check whethe! 
industrial plants are observing minimum wage and 
overtime laws. The salary will run $4,525 the first

year with annual raises up to $7,500. Fact-finding ex- 
perience is good background for this work. You may 
have been a policeman, insurance investigator, census 
taker, even a news reporter. If you're interested, the 
best place to apply is your regional Civil Service 
office. (See box at right.) 

But if labor-law enforcement is too dull for your 
blood, you can find danger galore in the border patrol. 
Here the man who’s fast on his feet and can sling a 
gun lives to collect his pay. You may go alone into 
the desert or woods, dependent on your own wits for 
shelter. It will be your job to stop criminals trying to 
make a getaway, to work with narcotics agents to halt 
dangerous dope runners —- in short, to guard our in- 
ternational boundaries. 

Does this kind of life intrigue you? You must take 
a written test, though a college education is not re- 
quired. Preference is given to tough, outdoor, West- 
ern-bred men. Hours are long and irregular — in all 
kinds of weather. Starting pay: $4,080 with a $125 
raise after the first year. Address inquiries to the 
Immigration and Naturalization Service, Washington 
La, ape 

Of course, you can find rugged outdoor jobs with 
less danger — surveying jobs, for éxample. Uncle Sam 
needs both surveyers and mapmakers. A professional 


cartographer draws up to $11,610; a cartographic aide 
earns from $2,690 to $6,390. There are openings in 
the Interior Department, Geological Survey, Coast 
and Geodetic Survey, Land Management Bureau and 
all three armed services. 

The National Park Service is a dream come true for 
those who love nature. If you hanker to be a natural- 
ist, ranger or tour leader in one of our 27 national 
parks, send your application early. February is the 
best time to apply for these seasonal jobs; by May, it 
will be too late. 


Good Pay — and Security 


Not all Government jobs are flashy or glamorous. 
But Uncle Sam is a good boss to work for. He pays 
well, allows generous time off, offers security. Calls 
go out all the time for men and women to fill almost 
every kind of Government job. Here are samples cur- 
rently open within the United States: 

e The Agriculture Department is offering eight kinds 
of jobs, paying up to $11,610. Biggest demand is for 
market reporters, $4,525 to $6,390. 

e Scientists are in great demand. Examinations are 
open for 41 categories. Examples: astronomers, 
$4,345 to $8,900; chemists, $4,345 to $11,610; elec- 
tronics specialists (needed in Massachusetts and Con- 
necticut), $5,440 to $10,320. 

e There are openings for 13 varieties of social and 
educational workers. Most intriguing: teaching Indian 
children tribal lore, plus the customary three R’s, in 
isolated Indian schools, $3,670 to $4,525. 

e Sixteen types of medical personnel are needed. 
Nurses aides and child-care consultants are in par- 
ticular demand, $3,670 to $7,570. 

e Blue-collar laborers can find work with the Gen- 
eral Services Administration. This is the Government’s 
housekeeping agency, which hires handymen, plumb- 
ers, truck drivers, cabinetmakers, painters, construc- 
tion workers. (Salaries geared to local hourly wage 
scales. ) 

e Engineers are urgently needed. The Reclamation 
Bureau is offering jobs in the scenic West, $4,345 to 
$5,440. Students who can take mining engineering 
jobs within six months are invited to apply with the 
Bureau of Mines, $3,670 to $11,610. Beginners also 
can sign up with the Public Roads Bureau as highway- 
engineer trainees, $3,415 to $4,345. Opportunities 
here will be unlimited if Congress, as its leaders ex- 
pect, passes the multimillion-dollar highway-construc- 
tion bill. 

Some agencies take outstanding college graduates 
aS Management internees and train them to be future 
bosses. The Civil Service exams for these executives- 
to-be are stiff, but those who make the grade go far. 
One young man started in a dingy Indian Bureau 
office in New Mexico, ended up as an Assistant In- 
terior Secretary with a blue-and-gold office bigger 
than that of the President. 

How can you get on the Federal payroll? Drop by 
you local post office and ask for Form 5000-AB. You'll 
be given a Civil Service test to determine your quali-

fications. This probably will land you in one of the 
Government's 18 pay grades (from GS-1 at $2,690 
to GS-18 at $14,800). 

If you're a war veteran, five points will be added to 
your score. Disabled vets and Purple Heart winners 
are entitled to 10 points. Be prepared to wait up to 
three months for a Government security check. In 
some cases, you may be given a temporary job while 
waiting. After one year’s probationary service, you 
are eligible for a Government career. 

Caution: Phony Civil Service schools may try to 
sell you a short course to prepare you for a Govern- 
ment job. Save your money. 

Will political pull help you? Uncle Sam is more 
interested in your qualifications. But for the juicier 
jobs, it won't hurt to use political influence. Ask your 
Congressman or Senator to go to bat for you. 

You're eligible for a Government career job after 
you turn 18. Then you can stop worrying about your 
birthdays; there is no maximum age limit. 

Any more questions? Write to the Civil Service 
Commission, Washington 25, D.C., or one of the re- 
gional offices listed in the box. 

But maybe you don’t want to work for the Govern- 
ment. What is the job outlook in private industry? 
The Labor Department reports expanding payrolls in 
more than three-fifths of the major job centers, includ- 
ing such key cities as Chicago, Los Angeles, Phila- 
delphia, Detroit, Boston, Cleveland, Baltimore and 
Houston. 

Biggest need is for industrial workers: in the air- 
craft plants at Los Angeles, San Diego, St. Louis, Ft. 
Worth, Seattle and Cleveland; in the shipyards at 
Philadelphia and Newport News-Hampton-Warwick, 
Va.; in the steel mills at Baltimore, Detroit, Milwaukee 
and Allentown-Bethlehem, Pa.; in the farm- and 
household-machinery factories at Davenport, la., 
Rock Island-Moline, Ill., York, Pa., and Syracuse, 
kA 


Jobs at 1,800 Offices 


And here again Uncle Sam can help you, via the 
U.S. Employment Service. Some 1,800 employment 
offices list the available jobs in each locality. When a 
local office ends up with more jobs than it can fill, it 
passes the surplus list up to the regional office. Each 
region sends its list of unfilled jobs to the Bureau of 
Employment Security in Washington, which consoli- 
dates them into a master clearance list. This then 
goes back to all 1,800 employment offices. 

Almost any job you name can be found on this 
interstate clearance list. If you want to move, you'll 
find your job—or a better one— open in some 
other town. Promises the Employment Service: 
“Every effort will be made to find the best possible 
job for you on the basis of your qualifications and 
your employers’ references.” 

But if, all things considered, you're satisfied with 
your present job, the. outlook is still good. Your sal- 
ary Ought to be raised 5 to 15 per cent before the end 
of the year. e

A new color photo offers 
evidence to bolster belief 


in life on the ‘red planet’

Is there life on Mars? 

In a few months, thousands of amateur 
and professional astronomers will scan the 
skies in search of some new fragment of in- 
formation that may answer that question 
beyond doubt. The occasion will be Mars’ 
closest brush to Earth in 15 years, with the 
planets a mere 35,300,000 miles apart. And 
many of the telescopes will be trained on 
one of the most startling discoveries about 
the red planet since its “canals” first were 
charted in 1877. 

The striking color photograph above 
shows that discovery: a vast, green-tinged 
area the size of Texas, where only desert 
had been seen before. Dark spots previously 
noted on Mars, scientists are agreed, prob- 
ably are a crude form of plant life, perhaps 
resembling moss. But. this is the first ob- 
served spot of greenery that Is not an exten- 
sion of a previously known patch. 

It was spotted one chill morning tn June, 
1954, by 72-year-old Dr. E. C. Slipher of 
Lowell Observatory, Flagstaff, Ariz., ac- 
knowledged as the world’s foremost author- 
ity on Mars. Dr. Slipher was manning the 
telescope at Lamont-Hussey Observatory, 


Bloemfontein, South Africa, during the 
planet’s last close (39,000,000 miles) visit 
here. But the discovery that morning was 
only one of the significant observations 
made by the expedition, which was jointly 
sponsored by Lowell and the National Geo- 
graphic Society. ; 

Briefly, here are others made by the ex- 
pedition’s new photographic techniques: 

@ Faint atmospheric “belts” across the 
face of the planet (see photo, r.). Pre- 
viously, Mars’ atmosphere had been con- 
sidered too thin for such belts, similar to 
our “weather fronts.” 

e Blue-white cloud patches, seen first 
near the north pole and later elsewhere 

© Opaque, yellow-tinged clouds —- pos- 
sibly dust storms. 

@ Occasions when the Martian atmos- 
phere became completely transparent. 

Some of these finds, as Dr. A. G. Wilson, 
director of Lowell, puts it, “knocked into 
a cocked hat some of the hypotheses about 
Mars.”’ One such theory held that the dark 
areas were lowlands and the deserts high 
ground. These lowlands, the theory ran, 
were watered by drainage from the melting 


polar ice cap. But how to explain a sudden 
spot of green in the midst of mountains? 

Such setbacks have been commonplace 
since the “canals” were sighted. Dr. Percival 
Lowell, who founded the Observatory, first 
theorized that the canals were strips of 
vegetation along irrigation ditches, tended 
by beings struggling to live on a dying 
planet. Most scientists have discarded this 
theory. A new theory suggests that the 
canals are scars left by meteorites along 
which plants have sprung up. Another says 
the “green” areas are volcanic dust, dark 
because of Mars’ lack of oxygen. The most 
widely accepted theory is held by Dr. 
Slipher: the canals are natural waterways, 
fringed by a low form of vegetation. 

Such theorizing is based on a meager 
storehouse of facts about Mars: It ts about 
half the diameter of Earth, circles the sun 
in 687 days, revolves on its axis every 24%s 
hours. Because of its odd orbit, winters are 
longer in the southern hemisphere than in 
the northern; southern winter is 183 days, 
summer, 158. With an atmosphere 97 per 
cent nitrogen and only a trace of oxygen, 
Mars’ air is similar to that 10 miles above 
the Earth. But temperatures at the equator 
do not top 70 or 80 F. (measured from 
Earth with a delicate instrument called a 
thermocouple) and, at night, may drop to 
95 below. The planet’s surface is hard, in 
contrast to planets like Jupiter whose visible 
surfaces are gaseous. Scientists generally 
agree that Mars is a dying planet, nearing 
the end of its evolutionary cycle. 

In .such a world, can life exist? Dr. 
Slipher feels that life, in some form, does 
exist on Mars. Possibly it is as crude as the 
microscopic monad, which can become 
plant or animal according to environment. 
And there is the possibility that a wholly 
different form of life has evolved on Mars. 
In fact, biologists talk of reproducing a 
“litthe Mars” in the lab to see what plant life 
could grow there. And perhaps some ques- 
tions will be answered when Lowell’s ob- 
servers focus new TV-type telescopes on 
Mars this year. 

“Human beings” on Mars? Most scien- 
tists doubt it. But as Dr. Slipher says, *‘as- 
suming different conditions, anything could 
happen. We won't know until the day we 
land on Mars.” .

COLLEGE OF 
HARD KNOCKS 


by RUBE SAMUELSEN 


SAN JOSE, CALIF. 
Most every college in the nation has a 
boxing team, but only a few offer boxing 
as a regular classroom course, like chem- 
istry or philosophy. And there’s probably 
only one — San Jose State College here 
where students, while learning how to 
box, also help devise ways to make box- 
ing better and safer. 

San Jose offers three courses in boxing 
(not counting instruction given the box- 
ing teams). Students get regular credits 
for the courses, spend about half their 
time in the classroom listening to lec- 
tures, the other half in the gym learning 
by doing (below). 

In giving these courses, San Jose isn't 
figuring on sending graduates into the 
prize ring. “After all,” says one profes- 
sor, ‘‘a student studies philosophy in col- 
lege, but that doesn’t mean he’s going to 
become a philosopher.” Purpose of the 
courses is to build confidence in the stu- 
dents — and to show future teachers 
how to coach kids in boxing. 

In the process, San Jose is showing 
boxing some new wrinkles. Here are a 
few of the innovations now being tested: 

© A scoreboard over the ring which 
gives the round-by-round scoring of ref- 
eree and judges. Thus spectators and 
fighters always know which way the 
battle is going. This takes suspense out 
of the sweet science, complain some, but 
San Jose points out that boxing is that 
rarest of sports in which the spectator 
never knows what the score is. 

e A referee who watches the fight 
from outside the ring, blowing:a whistle 
to break up clinches. Purpose: te make 


cleaner fights by putting the boxers “on 
their honor.” 

e A thumbless glove that makes eye 
gouging impossible. 

e A point rating for fighters to pre- 
vent mismatches. A boy with a point rat- 
ing of 50, for instance, will meet only an 
opponent with a rating no higher than 
65. If the 50-point fighter wins, his rating 
jumps to 65, while his beaten foe drops 
to 64. In pro boxing, this would mean 
heavyweight champion Rocky Marciano, 
with a rating of 98, would face only 
challengers rated at 83 or more. 

Most of these innovations, of course, 
never will see the light of a professional 
fight arena. But others, like the thumb- 
less glove and the scoreboard, are under 
serious consideration. (One early San 
Jose innovation, helmets for boxers, now 
is standard in college boxing, has been 
tried out in pro fights.) 

Has all this tinkering with the rules 
made poorer boxers out of San Jose’s 
students? Not so you would notice: the 
varsity boxers, most of whom come from 
the boxing classes, regularly win 80 per 
cent of their dual meets and tied for 
second last year in the NCAA tourney. 

Boxing at San Jose has produced more 
than new ideas and medals, according to 
the boys’ parents. Says one: “College 
boxing, one of the safest of sports, has 
given my son a tremendous helping of 
self-assurance.” 

But the biggest vote of confidence in 
San Jose’s boxing courses has come in a 
poll of SO graduates. Asked if they would

A young woman I know — call her Edna 
Smith — suffered headaches over an 18- 
month stretch. They were not the ordinary, 
garden variety that could be relieved by 
aspirin. These headaches really knocked her 
out. With each attack, she became fatigued 
and had to stay in bed one to three days. 

Finally she decided to seek medical advice. 
She asked herself: “Which specialist shall I 
call?” Little did she realize the ultimate cost 
of that question. 

In quick succession she visited an “ear, 
nose and throat man” and a brain surgeon. 
Both found her perfectly sound. Then she 
went to an allergist, who put Edna on a 
special diet. She ate lamb and rice for a week, 
then added other foods one at a time, keeping 
a food diary to determine whether her head- 
aches were caused by something she ate. 
They weren't. 

One day a friend said to Edna: “Why 
don't you go to our family doctor? He’s 


helped us through a lot of tough spots.”’ Edna 
thought it over, then did. 

Dr. Wilson listened patiently to her story. 
Later he visited her at home and discov- 
ered the cause of the headaches. Edna's 
brother was in the Army overseas. Whenever 
he failed to write regularly, she would come 
down with a miserable headache. 

Under Dr. Wilson’s guidance, she came to 
understand her ailment, and gradually it dis- 
appeared. 

| tell this case history to deprecate neither 
the specialists involved nor specialization in 
medicine as we know it today. Each of the 
doctors Edna visited was trained in general 
medical practice, but he sought to diagnose 
her ailment within the field he knew best: his 
own specialty. 

On that account Edna Smith’s case illus- 
trates a dangerous trend which is snowballing 
in the United States. People in alarming num- 
bers are “specialist-hopping” without con-

sulting their family doctors. Indeed, some 
estimates indicate that perhaps 30,000,000 or 
more Americans do not even have family 
doctors. 

Specialist-hopping is expensive. It offers 
the longest road to good health care. And it 
reveals a dangerous self-delusion: that the 
patient is qualified to diagnose his own illness 

None of this detracts from the obvious 
point that our present high standard of medi- 
cal service would be impossible without spe- 
cialists. Medical advances in recent years 
have been so marked that no one individual 
can keep up with all of them. 

On one hand, we have the family doctor or 
generalist, who practices medicine in every 
field of diagnosis and treatment to the degree 
determined by his training, competence and 
experience. He does not limit his practice to 
a single specialty. He does call in specialists 
in cases requiring skills exceeding his own. 
Generalists comprise about two-thirds of the

On the other hand, we have specialists, 
who have received the same basic training as 
generalists. But they have branched off into 
a single specialty field. There are more than 
20 of these, with a number of sub-specialties. 
For example: 

The internist is concerned with diagnosis 
and the nonsurgical treatment of the internal 
organs. The otolaryngologist treats the throat 
and ears. The ophthalmologist treats the eyes. 
[he neurologist is a nerve specialist. In addi- 
tion, there are specialties within the field of 
surgery. 

There is the pediatrician, who treats chil- 
dren, and even the pediatric hematologist, 
who specializes in diseases of the blood of 
children. So the list goes. 

Small wonder that the Edna Smiths can get 
snarled up — to say the least. 

Where does the traditional family doctor, 
the generalist, fit into this picture? 

He fits in the most basic possible way. The 
family doctor has been called the first [ine of 
defense against disease. Actually, on the 
medical team you can call upon to safeguard 
your health, the family doctor is not only the 
first line but the quarterback as well. He 
should call the signals in/all illnesses. Only 
after that is the play given to the appropriate 
specialist. Assuming one is required, that is 

for the well-trained family doctor can 
handle about eight out of 10 conditions which 
irise in the overall care of an average family. 

He can treat anything from a simple cut to 
complicated nerve center disorders. He can 
make proper diagnosis after adequate exami- 
nation and tests. He can handle emergency 
lractures and perform minor surgery. Some 
family doctors have taken special training 
which enables them to perform major sur- 
gery. Others have gone beyond their gener- 
alist (raining to become proficient in one of 
the many specialty fields. 

Put all those facts together and you must 
arrive at an all-important conclusion: you, 
the individual, are not equipped to decide 
whether you need the services of a specialist; 
that is a decision which can best be made by 
your family doctor. It is to him — and not 
(O a specialist — that you should go first, no 
matter what your illness. 

Following that course, you will save time, 
money, worry. You will spare yourself the 
torture of uncertainty. 

But, you ask, “If my case is difficult, will 
my family doctor call in a specialist? Why 
not go to a clinic where there are doctors in 
each specialty?” 

The answers to both questions are simple. 

First, in difficult cases, most family doc- 
lors seek the advice of specialists. Two heads 


J. S. De TAR 


President-elect, The American 


Academy of General Practice 


are better than one and often necessary. To 


benefit a patient, the doctor even may ask 


the advice of more than one specialist. 


Second, many people do receive their medi- 


cal service from clinics. That is particularly 


true in big cities with their shifting popula- 
tions. But the vast majority seem to prefer 
more personalized medical service — from 
their own doctor, who is free to use clinic 
facilities for consultation if necessary. 

Inevitably people ask: “Well, how do I go 
about finding a good family doctor?” 

The answer to that question is easier than 
you may think. Here are the agencies you 
can call upon for advice: 1) Your local, 
county or state medical societies, 2) Your 
local hospitals and 3) Your municipal health 
department. For the most part, these agencies

are listed in your telephone book. State medi- 
cal society offices often are located in state 
capitals; a county society may be in the 
county seat. 

Eight years ago, the general physicians of 
the country decided that good family doctors 
had to continue their studies — indefinitely. 
So they formed the American Academy of 
General Practice. In one brief period, the 
Academy offices in Kansas City, Mo., re- 
ceived 70,000 letters requesting help in se- 
lecting qualified family doctors. 

That is only one of the indications that 
every family does want a family doctor. 

When every family has one, the Edna 
Smiths will have fewer worries — and fewer 
medical expenses. No longer will people ask: 
“What kind of doctor shall I call?” *

N TOP OF CHICAGO'S 44-story Board of Trade 
building, a statue of Ceres, Roman goddess of 
grain, has been joined by an angular antenna. 

This symbol of the modern electronic age is not there 
for competitive decorative purposes. It is, instead, a 
part of a new and ingenious signal system, the world's 
first regulator of traffic lights by radio control. From 
the antenna flow pulses that alter the timing of traffic 
signals at 13 busy street intersections. 

Control of traffic signals by radio is the inspiration 
of Ralph Michel, associate engineer of the Chicago 
traffic department. He hit upon the idea while seek- 
ing an effective yet relatively inexpensive way to 
handle the city’s tremendous traffic load which has 
doubled in the last 18 years. 

Michel found that intersections could be controlled 
by radio at far less cost than by conventional under- 
ground cables. If cables were laid to connect 450 sig- 
nalized intersections—which the radio network even- 
tually will govern—the cost would be some $3,375,000. 
Radio controls can be installed for approximately 
$675,000, with great saving in time and without the 
necessity of tearing up streets. 

Changing of the “red-green” time sequence of the 
radio-controlled lights begins in the basement of City 
Hall. An electrically operated machine called a master 
controller automatically feeds a schedule of time 
changes for the traffic lights to a master coder. The 
coder converts the electric signals into tone pulses, 
which are carried by wire to the FM radio transmitter 
at the Board of Trade building. From there the coded 
tone pulses are broadcast throughout Chicago. 

At each intersection in the network is a box con- 
taining a radio receiver and tone decoder. Each re- 
ceiver accepts all tone pulses transmitted, but the tone 
decoder accepts only those intended for its particular 
intersection. It rejects all others. In this way, the 
master controller automatically synchronizes the sig- 
nals and also changes their schedules to compensate 
for the volume and direction of vehicle flow. To co 
with unusual conditions, the radio network can bs 
manually operated. 

Eleven intersections on La Salle street and two in 
outlying areas have been the guinea pigs for the highly 
successful radio experiment. Before the radio system 
was installed, traffic lights on North La Salle street out- 
side the Loop operated on a fixed schedule, favored 
neither direction of travel. This worked satisfactorily 
during the off-peak hours, but in rush periods the rigid 
schedule snarled traffic. 

Now the schedules of the signalized intersections 
are changed automatically by the master controller 
five times daily. In the morning rush hours, vehicles 
inbound to the Loop outnumber those leaving by seven 
to one. In the afternoon rush, the opposite situation ex- 
ists, seven leaving to one entering. But the radio-con- 
trolled traffic signals keep vehicles moving smoothly, 
the lights being properly synchronized to permit cars

AST APRIL 28, 14- year-old Stephanie Bryan, 
daughter of a Berkeley, California, radiolo- 
gist, disappeared on her way home from 
school. Weeks went by with no substantial clues. 
Then on July 15 Mrs. Burton W. Abbott found in 
the basement of her home at Alameda a purse 
identified as Stephanie’s. Searching the unfin- 
ished cellar, authorities unearthed the girl's eye- 
glasses, brassiere and schoolbooks. Abbott, Uni- 
versity of California graduate student, was ques- 
tioned but denied any knowledge of the matter. 
On July 20 Stephanie’s body was found 
buried near the Abbott family’s remote cabin in 
northern California. She had been beaten to 
death. Abbott persisted in his claim of inno- 
cence. At his trial in Oakland, Abbott's lawyers 
argued he had been framed by some unknown 
person. However, a criminologist testified that 
soil from Stephanie’s grave matched that on Ab- 
bott’s boots, that hair and fibers from his car 
matched the girl's hair and clothing. The jury 
took a full week to consider the case, then 
brought in a verdict finding Abbott guilty of both 
kidnaping and murder, and decreeing that he 
die in California’s gas chamber.

HRIMP AND LIMA BEANS in a rich, well - flavored cheese- 
mushroom sauce with shell macaroni furnishing the vol. 
ume make a bountiful, attractive casserole dish. Sister 

Mary Martha, head of the Home Economics Department of 
Fontbonne College in Clayton, prepares this dish which she 
calls “shrimp chole” from items found on most pantry shelves. 

Sister Mary Martha first cooks the lima beans and mac- 
aroni shells in boiling salted water. Shells are blanched 
under cold running water to remove the starch. The canned 
shrimps are stripped of their veins which run down the center 
back and are rinsed lightly to clean. If fresh shrimps are to 
be used, they are cooked in boiling water seasoned with vin- 
egar, salt and mixed pickling spices. Seasoned water is 
boiled five minutes before adding the shrimps, which are 
cooked for 15 minutes. They are blanched in cold water and 
cleaned just as are the canned shrimps. 

The sauce is made by combining canned mushroom soup 
with water, cheese and seasonings, then heating mixture 
over hot water until very smooth. It is stirred occasionally. 
Shrimps, macaroni shells, lima beans and sliced olives are 
arranged in a two-quart casserole with the cheese sauce 
being poured on last. The casserole is baked in 300-degree 
oven for one-half hour, then garnished with a few whole 
shrimps and olive slices just before serving. 

INGREDIENTS: One-half pound cooked shrimps, one- 
fourth pound small macaroni shells, one-half pound medium 
sharp processed cheese, 1] -ounce can mushroom soup, water 
to half-fill soup can, 10-ounce package frozen lima beans, 
two and one-fourth ounce can sliced ripe olives, one teaspoon 
salt, one-sixteenth teaspoon each of pepper and garlic salt, 
one-eighth teaspoon curry powder. If fresh shrimps are used, 
cook a pound of them in one quart water seasoned with table- 
spoon vinegar, teaspoon salt and tablespoon mixed pickling 
spices. Tuna, salmon or codfish may be used instead of the 
shrimp. Amounts will make four to six generous servings. 
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Shells, lima beans, sliced olives and shrimps are 
e placed in alternate layers. Cheese sauce is 
poured over and casserole is baked 30 minutes. 


A few curly shrimps and slices of ripe olives 
e are used to decorate the finished dish. It is 
served with tossed salad, hot rolls and coffee. Fresh 
pineapple and strawberries are a suggested dessert.
